The undersigned Hymn Book committee of the General Synod beg leave re- 
spectfully to present the following report: That they organized shortly after the 
adjournment of the last meeting of the General Synod by the appointment of 
Charles Kugler as Chairman, and H, H. Roedel Secretary, and met as often as 
circumstances required, and at the last meeting received from the Lutheran 
Publication Society, through Mr. J. K. Shryock, Supt., report of sales from May 
I, 1875 to May 1, 1877, as per accompanying statements, showing that 10,111 
copies of the Book of Worship have been sold, 6674 copies being of the smaller 
edition, the premiums on which amount to $838.87, and premiums on Cate- 
chisms sold, $20—making the aggregate of premiums $858.87, out of which had 
been retained a balance due, as per last report, of $8.25, and $384.10 for pub- 
lishing minutes, leaving a balance due General Synod of $466.52, which 
amount has been paid Rev. Dr. Baum, Treasurer pro ¢em. of General Synod. 

Mr. T. Newton Kurtz reports sales of Hymn Books (old edition) and “ Car- 
mina Ecclesiz,”” showing premiums due General Synod from May 3, 1875, to 
May 9, 1877, (as per accompanying statement) amounting to $119.20, from 
which he deducted $20.11, an account against Rev. F. Ph. Hennighausen for the 
Kirchenfreund, remitting check for the balance, $99.09.

In view of the fact that many thousands of foreign emigrants from Germany, 
Scandinavia, and other countries of Europe, arrive at New York every year on 
their way to settle on our lands im the West, and as a large proportion of these 
emigrants pertain to our household of faith, we regard mission work among 
them of peculiar interest and importance, and as having special claims upon 
the members of the Lutheran Church in America. 

And inasmuch as the Rev. Robert Neumann, who has labored faithfully and 
efficiently in this field for many years, is now in full connection and sympathy 
with the Lutheran Church of the General Synod, and is prosecuting the work 
under the direction and supervision of an efficient Emigrant Mission Board,

Resolved, That we hereby recognize the sacrificing labors of Pastor Neumann 
in his important and difficult field, and recommend the Emigrant Mission at 
Castle Garden, New York, to the sympathy and encouragement of all our peo- 
ple—especially to our German and Scandinavian brethren, to whose races and 
Church lineage most of these emigrants belong.

Report on State of the Church. 


The reports presented by the District Synods are marked by considerable di- 
versity, with encouraging unity, reminding us of the different instruments in an 
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orchestra, whose various tones blend in sweet and inspiring harmony. Some 
of the Synods, in speaking of their prosperity, give forth the notes of joy; whilst 
others, in reviewing the peculiar difficulties of their work and the disappomting 
failures which have occurred, are constrained to employ the minors of lamenta~ 
tion—equally sweet, because they indicate the same singleness of purpose and 
consecration of heart and life. Taken together, these reports show a steady, and, 
we believe, healthful growth of the Church. 

There seems to be, on the part of both pastors and congregations, an increased 
appreciation of and confidence in the ordinary means of grace. The Word has 
been faithfully preached, and preached with manifest and firm faith in it as the 
appointment of God for the salvation of men, and as sufficient for this work 
without the addition of human inventions. The services of the sanctuary have, 
in general, been well attended, both on the Sabbath and during the week. We 
note with peculiar pleasure the fact that the instances in which meetings for 
prayer and conference have been characterized by lively interest and large at- 
tendance are more than those in which the complaint is made that but few 
gather themselves together in the Master’s name. 

In the report of one of the Synods, special mention is made of the large num- 
ber of altars which have been erected in the families of its congregations. This 
is most encouraging, for it is a sign of blessing when the “ Lord turns the heart 
of the fathers to the children, and the heart of the children to the fathers,” and 
both alike to Himself. 

Catechisation has received a large share of attention. Many catechumens are 
reported, and the most blessed results from this time-honored practice are grate- 
fully acknowledged. Many speak of the convincing proofs, in their congrega- 
tions, of the efficiency of this method of imparting religious instruction and lay- 
ing a deep foundation for Christian character. Bu¢ one of all the Synods 
complains of little interest being manifested in it. -Another finds that, in some 
of its churches, the Sunday-school is permitted to interfere with the forma- 
tion of catechetical classes. In this connection, it scarcely needs to be said 
that there should be no conflict between the Sunday-school and the catechetical 
class, and that, whilst the former is a good preparation for the latter, it cannot 
. and must not take its place. 

A large space in the reports placed in our hands is devoted to the Sunday- 
school. The importance of this invaluable institution seems to be more and 
more appreciated. “ The Sabbath-school,” says the report, ‘* is most beneficial,’” 
Another mentions it as “ one of the most interesting and hopeful departments 
of our Church work.” All the Synods bear testimony to its efficiency, and 
acknowledge large accessions to the churches from it. In addition to the 
National Lutheran S.S. Convention, many District Synods and Conferences 
have held similar Conventions, These, together with the journals. and lesson 
papers now published, and the improved facilities for teaching, are spoken of 
as having given a new impetus and imparted fresh life tothis work. The regret 
is expressed, however, that so many of our Church members, otherwise active 
and zealous, cannot be prevailed upon to take their part in the Sunday-school. 
All these instrumentalities, the preaching of the Word, the administration of the 
ordinances, the meetings for prayer,and the study of the Scriptures in the cate- 
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chetical class and in the Sunday-school, have yielded rich, and we trust lasting 
fruits during the past two years. In most of the Synods, there have been sea- 
sons of special and extended quickening. Large numbers have professed con. 
version. In some instances hundreds have been added to a single church in a 
twelvemonth. In others, congregations numbering from one to two hundred 
members have doubled their membership within the same time. But these 
marked cases are exceptional. In most instances a less rapid but steady growth 
is reported. Throughout the Church God has added His blessing to the work 
done. Wherever the precious seed has been planted, a gracious and encourag- 
ing increase has been given, 

Blessed so bountifully at home, our Church is awakening to a livelier sense 
of her mission in carrying the Gospel of Christ to the uttermost part of the 
earth. Compared with the past, the present is a period of unusual missionary 
activity. As the facts relating to our missionary enterprises become better and 
more generally known to our people, their interest in these operations becomes 
more decided and universal. Indeed, so faras we know and are able to judge, 
a revival of the true spirit of missions is now in progress, which, deepened and 
quickened by the spirit of grace and the influences started in this Convention, 
will sweep, it is to be hoped, over the entire Church, and fire every heart with 
holy enthusiasm in this great work, For these promises of good, we feel spe- 
cially and profoundly grateful. May the cry wax louder and louder within the 
borders of our beloved Zion: ‘Let us go up at once and possess the land, for 
we are well able to overcome it.” } 

The Swedish Ansgari Synod, which is still in its youth, has been zealously at 
work among the many who look to it for spiritual care and help. God has 
greatly blessed these brethren in their mission. Though the burden they have 
carried has been heavy, yet they have done great things with the limited means 
at their disposal, whereof we may well be glad. 

Our German churches, representing more than one hundred pastors, and more 
than ten thousand communicants, are doing a work of inestimable importance, 
establishing new churches and building up those already in existence, publish- 
ing German periodicals, organizing new Synods, notably the Wartburg Synod, 
received into connection with the General Synod at this Convention, and 
developing the spirituality of their people. They are caring with becoming zeal 
for those who have peculiar claims upon the Lutheran Church, 

As compared with more favorable times, the hinderances to the benevolent 
operations of our Church have not been greater than were to be expected. The 
prolonged monetary depression is referred to in all the reports, showing that 
the work of sustaining our Missions, Home and Foreign, has been carried on 
under peculiar difficulties. But notwithstanding this fact, the aggregate amount 
of contributions to these objects has been larger than heretofore. Whilst there 
has been, according to the report of the Secretary of Board of Home Missions, 
an apparent falling off of about $2,000 in the amounts given for Home Mis- 
sion work, there has been an increase of more than $7,000 in the contributions 
for Foreign Missions. These figures do not, however, present fully what the 
Church has given, for many of the contributions, we regret to say, have not 
passed through the regular channels, and consequently do not appear in the 
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official report of Boards. Most of the Synods have taken special action on the 
subject of giving, urging pastors to present it fully before their congregations, 
and recommending the introduction of approved systems of beneficence. It is 
a sign of great promise that the consciousness of obligation in this work seems 
to be growing as the work grows upon us, and that there is a disposition to 
return to the Apostolic method of frequent contributions according to abilities, 
from every member of the Church. But we cannot close our eyes to the fact 
that many Synods and congregations do not appear to be doing what they 
might do and ought to do. In some Synods the contributions per member are 
lamentably small; and we cannot but feel that if some suitable system of giving 
were adopted, and the wants of our Church fairly published to the people, the 
average of contributions would be more commendable. 

Another fact, which we note with pleasure, is the interest manifested in the 
study of the Scriptures and their distribution among the destitute. The old and 
the young appear to be studying the Word with more than ordinary eagerness. 
Gray-headed fathers are, in many places, forming themselves into classes for 
this purpose, exhibiting the nobility of the Bereans, who when they heard Paul 
and Silas, “searched the scriptures, whether these things were so.”’ Action has 
also been taken by some of the Synods towards organizing Bible Societies to 
supply the destitute with the Word of Life. This is as it ought to be. The 
Church is the pillar and ground of the truth, and it is her duty to originate 
agencies in every locality where they do not exist, for the distribution of the 
sacred volume. 

Temperance resolutions and reports of temperance work appear in the min- 
utes of almost a]lthe Synods. These have the right ring about them, and show 
that our ministers and churches are not slow to attempt the overthrow of the 
dragon of intemperance, and the restraint, if not the utter remoyal of this blight- 
ing curse of the land. 

Many vacant charges are referred to. Some of these vacancies are owing to 
the inability of the congregations composing the charges to support pastors, 
some arise from indifference, and others from the lack of suitable men to sup- 
ply them. But we are glad to know that the Synods to which these charges 
belong are caring for them as best they can, and many of them will doubtless 
ere long have their own pastors to minister to them in holy things. 

Other congregations more prosperous than these have erected new houses of 
worship, repaired and refitted old ones, paid off their indebtedness, and pro- 
vided themselves with additional comforts and facilities for doing good. In 
this connection, it may be proper to refer to the verdict rendered in the famous 
Allentown Church case. The decision of the Master in Chancery, of the 
County Court, and of the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, in this trial, have all 
confirmed the rights of General Synod Lutherans to Lutheran Church property, 
and it is to be hoped that hereafter no attempts will be made to dispossess us of 
what is rightfully our own. 

Peace reigns within our borders, and, in the absence of the strifes and divi- 
sions from which our Church suffered so long, her resources are being more 
rapidly developed, her mission better fulfilled, and her prosperity greatly pro- 
moted. 
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In every part of the Church there are proofs of wiser counsels, greater Church 
love, growing attachment to her doctrines and usages, and a calmer but deeper 
Spirituality. In short, many in our communion are becoming more thoroughly 
Lutheran, but not less Christian. 

Thus, the prevailing tone of all the reports is one of encouragement and hope- 
fulness. Borrowing the language of one of the oldest members of one of our 
oldest Synods, we may sum up these reports ‘‘in three words: clouds and sun- 
shine. Among the clouds are hard times, migratory populations, church debts, 
stinginess, cold indifference to spiritual things. But the bright side exhibits 
cheering ingatherings of precious souls, steadily growing spirituality and liber- 
ality, active participation in church work, unity, and harmony.’ The clouds 
are passing away, and the sunshine is becoming constantly more abundant. 
What we need is still greater liberality, system in our beneficence, personal con- 
secration, persevering prayer, unwavering faith in God, and, above all, the out- 
pouring of the Holy Spirit upon all our churches, institutions, agents and agen- 
cies. Without this, our Church must be like a ponderous engine, creeping 
slowly over rails which she ought to shake with the energy of her resistless 
movements. But with this, she will be attractive and potent, blessing men, 
who, in turn, will “rise up and call her blessed.”

Report of Committee on Correspondence with other Ecclesiastical 
Bodies. 


Your committee would respectfully report that to it were committed the fol 
lowing letters : 

1. From Rev. LZ. A. Gotwald, D. D., in which he announces that ‘‘ owing to 
impaired health and other unavoidable causes,” he was unable to attend in 
person upon the sessions of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
but that he discharged the duty of his appointment by sending them a letter of 
fraternal greeting, etc, We have no information of the action taken in reply to 
this communication. 

2. From ev. N. Van Alstine, announcing his attendance and cordial 
reception at the meeting of the General Synod of the Reformed (Dutch) Church, 
held in Kingston, N. Y., June, 1876, Their next meeting will be in June, 
1877, in New York city. 

3. From Rev. S. A. Ort, D. D., who writes, “I did not appear in person at 
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the meciing of the General Assembly of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church, . 
but sent a letter of fraternal greeting, which was published in their Minutes.” 

4. From Rev. Foel Swartz, D. D., who reports his very cordial reception by 
the Provincial Synod of the Moravian Church, assembled at Nazareth, Pa, 

5. From Rev. S. W. Harkey, D. D., who was appointed to represent this body 
at the meeting of the Evangelical Synod of the West, but who “ did not learn 
the time and place of their meeting until it was too late. He therefore has 
nothing to report in regard to this Body.” 

Your committee has learned that the meetings of the General Synod of the 
Reformed (German) Church, and of the Mational Council of the Congregational 
Churches are triennial, and that neither have assembled since our last Conven- 
tion. Our delegates have therefore nothing to report. 

6. From Rev. V. A. Walker, of La Prairie, Ill., delegate from the United 
Brethren in Christ. The meeting of our General Synod followed his appoint- 
ment so speedily that it was impossible for him to be with us. He writes very 
cordially and fraternally, and expresses the hope that we will “ continue to be- 
come better acquainted and more associated in our councils and greetings.”

Your committee would also report the reception of a communication from 
Rev. S. A. Repass, of Salem, Virginia, together with copies of the Minutes of 
the Ninth and Tenth Conventions of the Evangelical Lutheran General Synod 
in North America, from which it appears that the said General Synod has com- 
missioned Rev. S. A. Repass as a delegate with fraternal greetings to our body 
‘‘on condition that any existing resolutions of the latter (7. e., our General 
Synod) body compromising the Christian character of the ministers and 
churches represented by this General Synod be rescinded.” 

Rev. Repass is not in attendance at our present meeting, but awaits our ac- 
tion, and asks a copy of the Minutes detailing our action upon this communica- 
tion, 
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Your committee would respectfully report that they have given this whole 
subject a very careful examination and submit the following conclusions : 

The only resolution of any of our General Synods, known to your Com- 
mittee, which would be affected by this requirement of the General Synod South 
is found on page 31 of the Minutes of the meeting at Lancaster, Pa., in 1862. 
In the deliberate judgment of your Committee, the language of this resolution 
does not, by either fair or forced interpretation, compromise the Christian char- 
acter of our Southern ministers and churches, and therefore the way to the 
completion of the friendly relations contemplated by the Southern General 
Synod is rendered not only possible, but also highly desirable. 

We offer the following : 

WHEREAS, in the judgment of this General Synod, the action of former Gen- 
eral Synods was not intended to compromise the Christian character of the 
ministers and churches of the General Synod South, and is not so interpreted by 
us ; and whereas, if there be anything found therein that can rightfully be so 
construed (i. e., as compromising the Christian character of said ministers and 
churches), we hereby place upon record our belief that such is not the senti- 
ment of this Body; therefore 

Resolved, That the duly commissioned delegate from the Southern General 
Synod be officially informed of this action, and be cordially invited to consum- 
mate the object of his appointment by appearing in our midst, and by present- 
ing his credentials in person. 

Resolved, That the officers of this General Synod be, and they are hereby 
authorized to appoint a delegate to return our most cordial fraternal greetings 
to the Southern General Synod, should the way for such appointment be opened 
by the acceptance of this overture.

Report of Committee on Literary and Theological Institutions. 


Your committee finds nothing very special to report in regard to the several 
institutions which are under the patronage of the Lutheran Church. From the 
information received with reference to Hartwick Seminary, Pennsylvania Col- 
lege, Wittenberg College, Missionary Institute, Carthage College, and Ansgari 
College, we learn that they all enjoy a fair degree of prosperity. They are feel- 
ing somewhat the pressure of these times, but have been enabled to move on 
in their work, The number of students in these several institutions has not 
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greatly changed since our last meeting. The last named, Ansgari College, has, 
since that time, taken possession of its new building, and now ranks among the 
Colleges of our General Synod. Your committee deem it better, instead of pre- 
senting a few statistics with which this General Synod is already pretty familiar, 
to call attention to the position and importance of these institutions to the 
Church. We have been told over and over again at this General Synod that our 
greatest want is men—men well qualified to preach the Gospel and carry on 
the work which God has given us to do. We need educated men in every de- 
partment of life, but we especially need them in our pulpits and to preach the 
Gospel to the perishing. To-day there are scores of vacant Lutheran churches, 
and thousands of our scattered people who need the preached word. ‘To our 
institutions we must look to supply this crying need. We must educate more 
men. Andin order to do this we must foster and strengthen our educational 
institutions. The attention of our people should be called to their importance 
and the necessity of granting them a liberal support. We should direct the at- 
tention of young men to the want of laborers, and to these institutions as in- 
tended to prepare them for their work. Most or all of these institutions need 
increased endowments and facilities to prosecute with success their mission. 
They need above all things tohave the number of students doubled or quad- 
rupled. This is the very best endowment for colleges, and that which yields 
the best return to the Church. Let the Church give them money, but especially 
give them young men. 

A merely secular education, tinged with the materialism of the day, threatens 
to engross the whole work of education in our land. If a higher education, and 
especially a Christian education, is to have any place in these United States, we 
must rally round our colleges and seminaries, and give them our money, our 
sons and our prayers. It is believed that no part of our work is more important 
than that of sustaining our literary and theological institutions. 

Our Church is greatly behind some others in the liberality with which our in- 
stitutions are endowed and supported, but it is confidently believed that no 
Church in this land can show more accomplished in proportion to the means 
supplied. Our graduates from these institutions rank with the graduates of the 
oldest and best institutions of the country. 

Let an increased liberality be shown in this direction, and we may look for 
corresponding results. Streams of influence will go forth from our seats of 
learning to bless the church and the world.

Report of the Directors of the Theological Seminary of the 
General Synod. 


In behalf of the Board of Directors of the Theological Seminary at Gettys- 
burg, Pa., the undersigned would offer the following report : 

Since the last meeting of the General Synod, the Theological Seminary at 
Gettysburg celebrated its fiftieth anniversary. On that occasion, a large num- 
ber of its friends and graduates gathered together in honor of the event. Ap- 
propriate and highly interesting services were held in the College Church, and 
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Seminary Chapel: and through the Essays read and Addresses delivered, a re- 
newed interest was awakened in the prosperity of this time-honored institution. 
From statistics prepared by another, we learn that this Seminary, in the fifty 
years of its existence, has educated in whole or in part 530 ministers, an aver- 
age of ten a year. Nine of the students have gone as missionaries to the 
heathen; thirty-nine have served as Presidents or Professors of Colleges and 
Classical Academies; thirty-eight have received the title of D. D., three that of 
LL. D., and one has received two diplomas from learned societies in Europe. 
The Seminary has an invested sum of about $100,000, and a Library which 
contains more than 10,000 volumes. 

The number of students in connection with the Seminary during the past 
two years has averaged about thirty-five. This Seminary commends itself anew 
to the sympathies, prayers, and substantial aid of the Church. In view of its 
great services in the past, it should be most kindly remembered; and nothing 
should be left undone to make it still more efficient in the future.

Report of Committee on Minutes of District Synods. 


The documents put in the hands of your committee for examination and re- 
port are the proceedings of a number of District Synods in connection with the 
General Synod. In the want of instruction as to the particular matters the 
Committee should embrace in their report, they were somewhat at a loss to know 
just what was to engage their attention. As other committees either have re- 
ported, or will report, on all matters of general interest contained in the minutes 
of District Synods, we have limited our inquiries to the wos item of overtures 
or petitions to this body. 

Three of the Synods—the West Pennsylvania, Hartwick, and New York and 
New Jersey—pray this General Synod to reconsider and reverse the action of the 
General Synod in Baltimore, two years ago, on the subject of the AZinisterium. 
In other words, they ask for the repeal of Section 14, Article 8, of the Constitu- 
tion for District Synods. It is in these words; ‘In all cases where District 
Synods have not made provision for a Ministerium, all the powers and duties 
prescribed in this article shall devolve on the Synod.” 

The East Ohio Synod, page 27, published minutes, passed the following : 

*“ WHEREAS, There are different opinions as to the meaning of Section ce 
Chapter 6, of the Discipline of the Church; and, 

“ WHEREAS, Difficulties have resulted therefrom, therefore, 

** Resolved, That our delegates to the General Synod be instructed to make 
an effort to have the said Synod insert the word ‘ charge’ after congregations.” 

Your committee move that the prayer of the petitioners be considered, 

The Synod of New York and New Jersey, page 22, published minutes, prays 
the General Synod to give its advice on the subject of licensing candidates prior 
to their graduation at the several seminaries, and that the said body be also re- 
quested to furnish us with some rule for the guidance of all the Synods, 

Your committee recommend the following as the answer of the Genera] 
Synod : 
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As the whole subject referred to in this petition is one of very great impor- 
tance; and it was not brought to the attention of the General Synod till near 
the close of its session, thus forbidding that thorough consideration which is 
needful ; therefore, 

feesolved, That the whole subject of the license system, embracing the points 
above referred to, and all others belonging to the system, be referred to a special . 
committee of three ministers, whose duty it shall be to report to the next Gen- 
eral Synod, with Rey. Dr. Magee as Chairman.

Drs. Hay and Baum were appointed to complete the committee 
of three above named. 

On the petition relating to the Ministerium, the following was the 
action of Synod: 


WHEREAS, Several Synods have asked this body to reconsider the action 
taken at the last General Synod regarding the question of a Ministerium; and, 
whereas, we believe time will do much to settle it; therefore, 

Resolved, That we deem it inexpedient to take up the matter at this meeting 
of Synod. 


Report of Committee on Systematic Beneficence. 


_ Your committee would respectfully report that they have given to the consid- 
eration of this subject as much time and thought as the brief intervals of unoc- 
cupied time permitted. 

In regard to the underlying principles of all Christian giving, we believe there 
dare and can be but one opinion. The word of God must be accepted as 
authoritative, and when fairly interpreted can admit of no appeal. 

The summary is admirably stated by the Apostle Paul in 1 Cor. xvi. 2, ** Upon 
the first day of the week let every one of you lay by him in store as God hath 
prospered him, that there beno gatherings when I come.” 

Following the order of the Apostle it appears first, that gzving is a religious 
act. It belongs tothe work of the Sabbath, ‘‘ upon the first day of the week,” 
and is a part of our duty as Christians. We may as little neglect this Sabbath 
work as any other. Itis as obligatory as to sing and pray, 

It appears secondly, that giving 1s an universal duty. “Let every one of you 
lay by him in store.’ ‘This certainly includes the entire membership of our 
churches. Ability, however limited, involves obligation. 

Thirdly, the measure of giving ts here indicated, “as God hath prospered.” 
The degree of prosperity fixes the amount to be contributed. All cannot give 
the same sum, yet all can give their equitable proportion. 

Fourthly, giving should be independent of all agencies or appeals, *‘ that there 
be no gatherings when I come.’ These can of necessity have no fixed charac- 
ter. They come at irregular intervals, and are of vastly different importance. 

Your committee assumes that a part of their assigned work is to suggest such 
plan or plans for synodical, conference, congregational and individual guidance, 
as may be thought best to attain the foregoing results. We name the fol- 
lowing: 
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1. Zhe Box System, warmly recommended and fully endorsed by the General 
Synod of 1871, at Dayton, Ohio. 

2. The Envelope System, which differs nothing in principle from the Box 
System, but only in the receptacle into which contributions are deposited. 

3. The Committee System, where stated contributions are gathered regularly 
by a committee, being the same in principle as the Box and Envelope systems. 

Your committee proposes the following: 

Resolved, That all the Synods in connection with this General Synod be, 
and are hereby, urged to propose some such plan as those just enumerated to 
every congregation under their jurisdiction, and that the chairmen of each dele- 
gation now in attendance be entrusted with the presentation of this resolution 
to their respective Synods. 

With reference to the question of the securing of the necessary funds for the 
proper prosecution of the work of our several Boards, we feel constrained to 
suggest and recommend an apportionment among our Synods. The following 
is believed to be equitable and attainable:

Your committee respectfully report that the following delegates have agreed 
to make no claim for their expenses, viz: the delegates from Maryland Synod, 
entire, $415.38; from West Pennsylvania Synod, $501.83; from Iowa Synod, 
$27.80; from Nebraska Synod, $10; from Synod of North Illinois, $63.15;

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Resolved, ist. That we note with great pleasure, the marked advance made 
of late, in Bible reading and study. 

2d. That we rejoice in the increased facilities for the publication and circu- 
lation of the Holy Scriptures. 

3d. That we regard the American Bible Society as peculiarly and provi- 
dentially adapted to the great work of Bible distribution, both in our own and 
in other Jands. 

4th. That we rejoice in the results already achieved by this great National 
Society, in the issue of more than ¢hirty-four million copies of the Bible, or 
portions of it, in most of the leading languages of the globe. 


5th. That we commend this cause anew to our Churches, and urge them to 


take collections in some manner, annually, for the American Bible Society. 
6th. That we heartily approve of the recent action of the Bible Society in 
seeking to economize its agencies, as far as practicable, and in relying more 


upon home and volunteer workers.

Report of the Sunday-School Committee. 


Your committee have not, for this occasion, prepared any general review of 
the condition of the Sunday-Schools within the limits of the General Synod, 
nor have they compiled any statistical tables. Yet it must not be inferred that 
there is any less interest than formerly in regard to this great practical depart- 
ment of the Church’s work. We believe that our schools are generally grow- 
ing in numbers, intelligence and efficiency. 

Three general Sunday-School Conventions have been held within our bounds, 
the last one since the General Synod met at Baltimore. They have had a happy 
stimulating effect upon the pastors, congregations and schools, and have led to 
much important inquiry. At the last Convention, held at Wooster, Ohio, in 
the autumn of 1875, it was resolved to meet only every alternate year, and to 
ask our Synods to encourage Synodical Conventions in the intermediate years. 
Several of the Synods have readily complied. As the General Synod likewise 
meets biennially, we would suggest to you the passage of the following: 

Resolved, That it is hereby requested that hereafter the biennial Sunday 
School Conventions of our Church be held in the autumn of each intermediate 
year, between the meetings of the General Synod. 
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The National Sunday-school Convention of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church will be held the coming autumn at such place as may be deciced upon 
by its Executive Committee, appointed at Wooster, Ohio. The committee is 
already at work in preparing a programme and arranging time and place of the 
next meeting. The attention of delegates to this General Synod is called to the 
importance of the coming convention. 

Since the holding of the first Lutheran National Sunday-school Convention, 
at Bucyrus, Ohio, in 1873, there has been a decided increase in Bible study, as 
the large and increasisng circulation of the Augsburg Swsday-school Teacher 
and Lesson Leaves fully attest. We again commend these valuable Sunday- 
school helps, together with our excellent Lutheran Swnday-school Herald and 
Kindergarten for the children, to all our Sunday-schools. | 

Without multiplying words at this time, we will close this report by intro- 
ducing substantially a resolution passed by the Synod of East Pennsylvania at 
its last annual meeting : 

Resolved, That we earnestly hope that all our people, who are in any wise 
connected with our Sunday-schools, will exercise all proper care and bring to 
bear all legitimate influence to supply the Sunday~-school with only such books 
for the class and for the library as harmonize fully with the doctrines of our 
Church. 

In addition to the above a letter from Rev. S. L. Harkey, accompanied by a 
copy of his music book, “ Songs of Beulah,’ has been placed in our hands, 
Your committee recommend that the letter be read.

Resolved, That it is the sense of this body that all moneys designed for the 
payment of the expenses of delegates to this body, ought to be paid into the 
general fund for equitable distribution by the Mileage Committee. 


Report of Committee on Preparation of a Constitution for Pastors’ 
Fund Society. 


CONSTITUTION. 

1. This society shall be known as the Pastors’ Fund Society of the General 
Synod of the Lutheran Church in the United States of America, 

2. The object of this Society shall be the suppart of disabled or superannu- 
ated ministers, their widows or children. 

3. The business of this Society shall be managed and controlled by the Gen- 
eral Synod through a Board of five trustees, viz: three ministers and two laymen, 
to be biennially appointed by the Synod: and three of the trustees shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

4. The Board of Trustees shall elect from among themselves a President, 
Secretary and Treasurer, whose duties shall be as follows: 
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(2) The President shall call meetings of the Trustees whenever desired, and 
shall preside over the same. 

(4) The Secretary shall keep regular minutes of the procedings of the Trus- 
tees, and all other transactions, and shall produce, if requested, those minutes 
at the meetings of the Synod. 

(c) The Treasurer’s duty shall be to collect the income, and to make all pay- 
ments. He shall report minutely and fully to the General Synod, at each of its 
meetings—stating the amount of funds on hand and due, how invested, the accu- 
mulation of interest, how much disbursed, to whom, and for what purposes, etc., 
making his report as detailed and satisfactory as the General Synod may require. 
His accounts shall be audited by a committee appointed by said Synod. If 
deemed advisable, he shall give security for the faithful discharge of his trust. 

5. The Fund, whence relief is to be derived, shall be created in the following 
manner: 

(2) By the annual payment into the hands of the Treasurer of all the profits 
accruing from the sale of the General Synod’s Hymn Book and Catechism, after 
the current expenses and other appropriations of this shall have been defrayed. 

(4) By voluntary donations, legacies, contrib utions from churches, etc. 

(c) The Trustees may also, if they think proper, devise other suitable means 
to increase the funds, such as the appointment of agents to solicit donations, ete. 

6. All moneys received from all sources, not required for the relief of ap- 
proved applicants, shall be invested. 

7. In disbursing the income of the fund, when a minister is the applicant, he 
shall be required to produce a certificate from the Synod to which he belongs, 
or other satisfactory evidence, declaring that by reason of sickness, old age, or 
other providential cause, he is incapable of ministerial services—when a widow 
is the applicant like satisfactory evidence of the death of her husband, and the 
date thereof, shall be required, and in the case of children, both whose parents 
have deceased, like evidence of the death of their parents, and of their own age, 
shall be required. 

8. The Trustees shall make their appropriations at such times and in such 
amounts as their judgment may deem best. 

g. The Trustees shall disburse the funds only to such who, in their judgment, 
may require and merit the same. 

10. The Trustees shall have power to make such by-laws as are necessary for 
their government, provided they are not contrary to the foregoing rules. 

11. This plan shall not be altered except by a vote of two-thirds of the attend- 
ing members of the General Synod; and in all such case the alterations or 
amendments contemplated must be proposed by the Board of Trustees, and 
public notice be given at least three months before the meeting the Synod.

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Report of Committee on Limited Benevolence. 
INTEREST IN THE WORK OF THE CHURCH. 


The undersigned were appointed a committee to “inquire into the reason 
why so many congregations and members of the church fail to manifest an in- 
terest.in her benevolent operations, such as Home and Foreign Missions, and 
contribute so little in promotion of these objects, and to propose a plan to in- 
crease that interest and secure their more active co-operation.” 

Your committee regard this as a matter of very great importance, as it vitally 
affects the church in all her undertakings. She ought to have, and indeed 
must have, the warm interest and co-operation of all her ministers and mem- 
bers, or fail in just so far to accomplish the work which God has given her. 
And it is a sad truth that we still have in the bounds of our Zion very many 
members and congregations who take almost no interest in our Church work, 
especially beyond their own vicinity, and contribute nothing at all, or so little 
in proportion to their duty and ability as to put us to the blush by the side of 
more liberal and active Christians, The consequence is that our treasuries of 
Home and Foreign Missions, and other benevolent operations, are empty and 
in debt, the work languishes and many brave hearts are discouraged. It is 
made the duty of the committee to inquire into the reasons of this sad state of 
things, and propose a remedy. 

We put the question directly: Why do so many of our Churches and people 
mantfest so little interest in our benevolent operations, and why do they give so 
little to promote them ? 

I. We reply first, that it is for want of proper information. People cannot be 
interested in that about which they know nothing, or know it imperfectly and in- 
correctly. Multitudes of our members are not acquainted with their own church 
as they should be—her history, doctrines, character, institutions, missions, be- 
nevolent operations and wants. They do not read our papers and books, and 
their ministers fail to instruct them properly on these subjects. How can they 
feel interested in them ? 

2. Lt ts secondly for want of love to Christ and spiritual life. Where there is 
real spiritual life and the love of the Saviour shed abroad in the heart, there 
must also be a deep and warm interest in His cause. A fire cannot long be hid- 
den or smothered. It will break forth. 

3- They contribute little or nothing, either because they love their money 
more than Christ and His cause, or because they do not understand the neces- 
sity and importance of these things. They have not been properly educated in 
the duty of giving of their means for the upbuilding of the kingdom of Christ. 
Benevolence in a Church, like most other good things, is a matter of education 
and growth, and is not developed all at once, or by a few spasmodic efforts un- 
der stirring appeals, but by careful and continuous training and instruction. 
Men of means even, who have been long in the habit of giving only a dollar or 
two to the support of the pastor, and casting only a few coppers into the collec- 
tion basket, cannot so easily be brought to give by tens and hundreds. They 
have never been made to see and feel that this is xecessary. They have not 
been brought to consider properly that their money belongs to God, and is only 
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loaned to them as his stewards to be used for the promotion of his honor and 
glory, and that he will soon say: “Give an account of thy stewardship, for thow 
mayest be no longer steward,’” 

It is also true that the Germans and their descendants, who constitute the 
large body of our membership, are a hard-working and economical people, who 
do not make their money by speculation or other easy methods, but by honest 
industry, and almost literally “in sweat of their brows.” They are careful and 
saving with it. It has more value with them than with some other people, and 
they will not part with it until they are made to see that there are good reasons 
why they should doso. But let them be properly informed—convince them of 
their duty, and let their hearts be won for Christ and his cause, and they can be 
made as liberal, in proportion to their means, as any people upon the face of 
the earth. 

Now in regard to the second point in the subject given to us, namely, ‘To pro- 
pose a plan to increase the interest of our people in our church-work, and 
secure their co-operation,’ we have to remark that this has been partly taken 
out of our hands by the appointment of the Committee on Systematic Benevo- 
lence. We shall therefore confine ourselves to a statement of general princi- 
ples, and to some suggestions and recommendations. 

1. And first, we are compelled to say that the fault lies largely at the door of 
the ministers! They are the educators and instructors of the people, and have 
failed to instruct them in the duty of giving as they ought to have done. In many 
instances the wants of the Chureh, and especially of our Missions, Home and 
Foreign, are either not brought before the people at all, or not yn such a way as 
to make them see and feel that it is their duty to help. Some of them scarcely 
know that we have missions at all, or even what is meant by it! ‘They are ac- 
cordingly filled with ignorant prejudices in regard to the matter, and imagine 
that the money ccllected for such purposes goes into the pockets of the officers 
of the society, or the ministers, and is misspent. What shall we say to these 
things? How shall we lift ourselves and our people up to the grandeur of our 
true position and duty asa great Church on this Western Continent? That this 
great country belongs to Jesus, and that we are to aid in conquering it for him? 
That the “silver and the gold are his, and the cattle upon a thousand hills ?”” 
That with other Christians we are commanded to “‘ Go into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature ?”? We must roll the burden upon the hearts 
and consciences of all‘our ministers, and say to them: Come up! Come up! 
to the help of the Lord against the mighty. Labor to lift up your people. Give 
them “line upon line, and precept on precept,” until the hearts and purses are 
opened. We have a grand field! No man can desire a better. Our people 
can be brought up to their duty and true position, and by the help of God they 
shall and will be. But we must go down to them—take them as they are; and 
he alone is a true minister among us, who is willing to dothis. We entirely 
miss it when we take a high position, quite above and beyond them, and expect 
them at once to come up to us; and then find fault and fret and scold because 
they do not; or become offended and discouraged, and throw up and leave them. 
Such was not Paul’s idea of a good minister when he said to his beloved Tim- 
othy : “I charge thee therefore before God, and the Lord Jesus Christ, who 
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shall judge the quick and the dead at his appearing and kingdom, preach the 
word ; be instant in season, out of season ; reprove, rebuke, exhort, with long 
suffering and doctrine. * * But watch thou in all things, endure affliction, do 
the work of an evangelist, make full proof of thy ministry.” 2 Tim. iv. I, 2, 5. 
‘‘ Endure hardness as a good soldier of Jesus Christ.”” 2 Tim. ii. 3. 

Your Committee would propose the following resolutions for the adoption of 
the General Synod: . 

1. Resolved, That it is the sacred duty of all our pastors to preach frequently on 
the duty of giving to the cause of God, and by every proper means within their 
reach to endeavor to enlighten and educate their people in regard to this Chris- 
tian grace; to inform them fully as to our missions, home and foreign, and all ° 
our church work; and that to this end they are most earnestly exhorted to 
Jabor to circulate among them our Church papers and books, so that they may 
read and understand for themselves, and become more intelligent working 
Christians. 

2. Resolved, That we most earnestly recommend the formation of Female 
Missionary Societies in all the churches where it is practicable, in order that the 
influence and efforts of Christian women may be fully enlisted in the cause of 
Christ among us. ; 

3. Resolved, That where no other or better plan exists, or can be introduced, 
we recommend to our Sabbath-schools and churches to take up monthly collec- 
tions, on the first Sunday of each month, for Home and Foreign Missions, and 
that the amounts raised be forwarded immediately to the proper treasurers. 
At such times, also, missionary intelligence should be communicated to young 
and old. 

4. Resolved, That our Board of Home Missions be instructed to confer with 
the Mission Committees of the several Synods, or with the Synods themselves,

Report of Committee on the Organization of Women’s Home and 
Foreign Missionary Societies. 

Your Committee respectfully report that they think it advisable that Women’s 
Congregational Home and Foreign Missionary Societies should be formed ; that 
these congregational societies should be organized into synodical societies, and 
that the synodical societies should be organized into a general association. 

It shall be the aim of these organizations to spread the knowledge of our 
Mission work in this and in foreign lands ; to create more interest in this work, 
and to secure funds to prosecute it. 
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In order that such societies may be organized, it is recommended that an ex- 
ecutive commiitee of five be appointed by this convention, whose duty it shall 
be to promote the organization of said societies. 

This executive committe shall publish a constitution for the societies, also in- 
structions for their ogranization, and shall have a general supervision of the so- 
cieties organized. 

It is recommended that the Boards of Home and Foreign Missions co-operate 
with the Executive Committee in forming these societies, 

Besides these general directions, the Executive Committee is authorized to 
devise all other means necessary for carrying out the above plans. 

We earnestly beseech the pastors and churches connected with the General 
Synod to make efforts at once to establish Ladies’ Home and Foreign Mission- 
ary Societies. And we especially appeal to the ladies of our Church to act 
promptly and energetically in the matter.

Report of the Committee on the Revision of the Liturgy. 


Your committee desire to report that they had hoped to have their work com- 
pleted and in the hands of the Church long before this. It was only after 
the adjournment of the Jast Synod that they learned, with the greatest regret, 
that the manuscript upon which they had spent months of labor, had been des- 
troyed in the office where it had been sent by direction of the Synod in order 
that the principal forms might be published in the Odserver. 

The Oédserver did not present the work with a sufficient degree of accuracy 
to call it the work of the committee at all. This required that the entire work 
should be gone over anew, and the committee had to be called together again. 
Each member thereof being burdened with his individual duties, it was a long 
time before this could be brought about. But it was at last accomplished. 

It then so occurred that the member of the committee to whom the work of 
final revision was committed was so burdened with other duties, having been 
incessantly engaged in a great revival work for the past four months, that it 
was absolutely impossible to give the Synod work that careful attention which 
its importance demanded. It is now, however, about ready for the printer, and 
would now be in his hands had it not been thought wise to await the meeting 
of this convention in order to receive any further instruction the Synod might 
have to give. Estimates have been obtained through our publishing house 
upon the cost of issuing the book, and if the Synod shall be pleased to continue 
the committee, it may be expected to appear at an early day.

German Publication Interests. 


The undersigned Committee having been charged with the publication of the 
German paper by the last General Synod, would respectfully report as follows : 

1. That the General Synod should have interests which must be attended to 
in the German language, could not be otherwise. Her origin, her history, her 
chief characteristics, her prospective growth—all point to a close relationship 
with that people whose mother-tongue is the German. Admitting what can- 
not be denied, that the General Synod is, practically speaking, an American 
church body, which, naturally and properly, uses the English language in the 
transaction of its synodical business, it would be unwise to ignore the fact that 
a large number of her membership prefers the use of German. This will con- 
tinue to be so for many years to come. About one hundred of the pastors con- 
nected with the General Synod are German, and more than ten thousand of her 
communicant members must be served in that language, or not at all. If she 
refuses to conform herself to this fact, other denominations will. They are doing 
it very energetically now, stepping into our glorious heritage by accommodating 
themselves to existing facts. They use Luther’s language to win Luther’s chil- 
dren over to another than Luther’s faith, and the Church of our fathers loses it- 
self in foreign ecclesiastical surroundings. 

2. It could not be expected of the General Synod that she should treat the 
so-called ‘‘ German Question”’ in all respects satisfactorily to the Germans them- 
selves. She moves in the consciousness of being an ecclesiastical body whose 
sympathies must ally themselves with the surroundings, and very naturally for- 
gets that a large number of those who have come from the other side of the 
ocean, as well as their children born in this country, are cultivating the lan- 
guage of the Fatherland as a precious heritage, and have no idea of ever 
changing their mind about that. The General Synod may be disposed to 
think, too lightly of the importance of the German language in this country ; 
and your committee regard it as their duty to remind this body of the fact that 
the German language is by no means a dead language in the Lutheran Church 
of America, and that, if the General Synod does publish Church and Sunday- 
school papers, books, minutes, etc., in the German language, they will soon 
find readers. 

3. The General Synod publishes the Lutherische Kirchenfreund—that is all 
she does publish now, or has done for many years. She has not published, as 
such, any German minutes, hymn book, catechism, Sunday-school paper, alma- 
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nac, pamphlet or book of any kind. The reason perhaps is, that the importance 
of so doing has not been sufficiently appreciated, added to the fact, that she has 
all along had to struggle with its existing necessities, and thus not been able to 
publish anything that apparently demanded pecuniary assistance. 

4. The Germans of the General Synod need a Church and Sunday-school 
paper and almanac, a hymn book, an edition of Luther’s catechism, and the 
publication of German minutes. 

Two years ago the possibility of publishing these under a German Publica- 
tion Board was contempleted; but as there were no funds for that purpose, nor 
any generally acknowledged authority for doing so, it was left to individual en- 
terprise, and our German churc hes are supplied now with all they really need 
in the line of periodicals. The only one, however, over which the General 
Synod has any control, is the Lutherische Kirchenfreund, the paper established 
in the year 1869, and which has received the repeated endorsement of this 
body. 

At the meeting of the General Synod at Baltimore, the undersigned, together 
with two members of the German Maryland Synod, since withdrawn from us, 
were appointed to publish the A7rchenfreund, it being well understood at the 
time that the composition of the committee and the chairmanship of the same 
decided the location and editorial management of the paper. A change had to 
be made, and no other change seemed practicable than that which also accorded 
with the judgment of a ‘majority of the committee. It was accordingly en- 
trusted to the chairman of the committee. 

5. The Kirchenfreund was then published at Baltimore by the German Mis- 
sion Board at $1 a year, including postage, having been changed to that some 
five months previous. Your committee moved its publication office to Chicago, 
with its chairman as editor and manager. We felt ourselves under obligations 
to continue it as a weekly until the end of the year, at the price stated, although 
that involved a loss of $493.92; nearly $500 in just six months, It would have 
been useless to call upon the Church for pecuniary aid, and the loss fell to the 
burden of the editor. Of course we could not persist in this ruinous business, 
and therefore changed it at the end of that year to its former size, to be pub- 
lished semi-monthly at $1 per annum.

This deficit, during our management, does not arise from the fact of the 
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changes made in conducting it, but is entirely chargeable to the mistake of 
attempting to publish a weekly paper with so small a circulation at $1 per 
annum, and to the other fact, that the greater part of the subscriptions for the 
year 1875 had been collected during the first half of that year and devoted to 
pay the large deficit of the year 1874, leaving us only $335.91 to collect, for 
which we had to publish 26 numbers of the paper. 

7. The present outlook of the paperis hopeful. Even during these years of 
business depression, and with the loss of all the subscribers of the German 
Maryland Synod except about ten, we havea clear gain of 300 over against 
those reported at the last General Synod, Of the deficit of 1875 we made up 
$301 during the year 1877, with the confident assurance of covering the entire 
deficit during the present year. This, of course, allows nothing for edito- 
rial or business work, a Jabor that nobody ought to be expected to do for noth- 
ing, but which the circumstances seem to force upon the editor as a labor of 
love. 

8. In conclusion we recommend, 

That no change be made, The paper is giving entire satisfaction, and is 
doing well. Let all help to circulate it more extensively.

PROCEEDINGS 


RELATING TO THE 


BOAKD OF FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


Tuurspay, May 31,9 A. M.. 
The business of the Board of Foreign Missions being the order 
for this day, Rev. A. C. Wedekind, D. D., Corresponding Secretary 
of the Board, made a full report. 


Nineteenth Biennial Report of the Board of Foreign Missions of the 
General Synod of the Evangelical Lutheran Church 
in the United States of America. 


MR. PRESIDENT, FATHERS AND BRETHREN: According to a constitutional 
provision of the General Synod, your Foreign Missionary Board respectfully 
lay before you a statement of their work which two years ago was again in- 
trusted to their hands. They have from time to time spread before the Church 
such information as they received from the missionaries in the field, and as 
transpired in their councils at home, with a view of keeping alive in the mind 
and heart of the Church the gravity and importance of those sacred interests 
which Christ Himself has laid upon the Christian conscience in His last great 
commission. The time, patience, wisdom, and labor of the Board have been 
freely given to their work, and they have the satisfaction to report that, with all 
their acknowledged weakness and shortcomings, the Lord has owned their 
labors by His superadded and gracious blessing. 

The work on their hands has constantly enlarged, new fields of great prom- 
ise have opened in all directions, some of which they could not cultivate, for 
want of means, as vigorously as they desired. Nevertheless, with the certain 
knowledge that there can be no stand-still in the work of missions, that a fail- 
ure of positive aggression is positive retrogression, they have strained every 
nerve to forward supplies, making themselves personally responsible for a con- 
siderable amount of money to see the work go on. 

They began their labors two years ago with a considerable deficit in the treas- 
ury, resulting from th e erection of the new buildings at Muhlenberg station» 
the approximate amount of which could not even be indicated; the financial 
paralysis, too, still resting on the country, and which, indeed, is to-day as press- 
ing as ever; yet with this gloomy outlook, the Board can report a larger amount 
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of money contributed to foreign missions than in any two previous years of its 
history. 

Admonished by surrounding circumstances, the Board enjoined retrenchment 
on all the missionaries at every point to absolute necessity, so as not to injure 
the work on hand. In our frequent and great perplexities, we earnestly asked 
for that wisdom which is able to direct; and we sought likewise the judgment 
and counsel of friends who felt a lively interest in these matters common to us 
all, that we might shape our course in such a way as would most likely com- 
mand the approval of the most devoted and intelligent friends of the cause. 

With this view the Board called, a year ago, a foreign missionary convention 
at Harrisburg, Pa., which was well attended, and the whole work was throughly 
canvassed ; and as our missionaries, the Revs. Day and Collins, were both pre- 
sent, a full and satisfactory exhibit was made by them of their work and the 
expenses incurred in the erection of the buildings at Muhlenberg. The con- 
vention passed a series of resolutions embodying its confidence and approval of 
what had been done, and calling upon the Church to come to the relief of our 
Treasurer by increased contributions. ‘These followed in an encouraging de- 
gree, but not sufficiently to liquidate our indebtedness. 

The Board had previously inaugurated a system of private correspondence by 
one of its members, addressing a personal letter to every minister in the General 
Synod, accompanying the same with a printed circular, setting forth our wants 
and the urgency of prompt and generous action. 

In February last, another committee was appointed to correspond with indi- 
vidual members in the various churches of the General Synod, to raise $7,000O— 

‘the amount of our indebtedness—by individual subscriptions of $50, as an extra 
contribution to this cause. It was thought that 140 persons could be found in 
the 114,000 communicants of our congregations, to lift this burden from our 
shoulders, which hampers our work so seriously. As the payment of these sub- 
scriptions is conditioned by raising the entire amount, no definite results can as 
yet be reported. 

The Board allows itself the privilege, in this connection, of saying that the 
history of raising funds in our Church, as in others, clearly demonstrates the 
inefficiency of all human schemes in this direction, so long as the divinely 
ordained method set forth in I Cor. xvi. 2, is unheeded: “ Upon the first day 
of the week let every one of you lay by him in store, as God hath prospered him, 
that there be no gathering when I come,” ‘The regularity, frequency, univer- 
sality, absolute justness and constant readiness of supplies, involved in this 
method, would leave us nothing more to fear, but everything to hope. God 
will honor his word, though He may pay little attention to human devices. And 
until the Church adopt this simple rule, we will! have to flounder along in future 
as we have done in the past, being compelled, meanwhile, to write over against 
all our inventions—FAILURE! With no spirit of arrogance or dictation, but in 
the name of the Holy Ghost, we lay this God-given plan on the hearts and 
consciences of our ministerial brethren to carry it into execution, assured that 
if we try our God herewith, and thus bring our tithes into His storehouse, He 
will pour out a blessing such as has never been recorded in our beneficent con- 
tributions. 
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THE CHILDREN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

This was organized in 1873, through the Rev. A. D. Rowe, for the purpose 
of interesting our children and Sunday-schools in the work of Foreign Missions. 

The Board, at the beginning of the work, adopted a plan of membership, 
giving to each child contributing twenty-five cents a year, a certificate of mem- 
bership; consisting successively of a neatly prepared Lithograph representing 
Children’s Missionary work; map of our mission-field in India; likeness of 
Rev. Rowe, and the Stork Memorial Chapel at Guntur. 

_ The membership of the Society ranges from ten to sixteen thousand, varying 
with the times, only those paying regularly being counted. The amount of 
money raised thus far cannot be definitely ascertained, owing to the fact that 
money belonging to this Society, instead of being sent to the sub-treasurer, the 
Rev. Mr: Clutz, at’ Baltimore, has, in many instances, been forwarded to the 
several treasurers of the District Synods, and by them transmitted to the treas- 
urer of our Board, without being specified as coming from the Children’s Society. 
As far as known $9,493.71 have been contributed up to date, with still a large 
percentage of members to report for the current year. It would be a means of 
stimulating the members of this Society, were the treasurers of the several Dis- 
trict Synods permitted to accept receipts from the sub-treasurer at Baltimore, as 


vouchers for moneys paid, and allow the schools to send their contributions » 


direct to him, instead of sending to the treasurers of their respective Synods. 
Of the twelve hundred Sunday-schools represented on this floor, only 306 are 
connected with this Society. It is easily seen that if all our schools could be 
induced to become members of the association, a large stream of revenue would 
thus flow into our treasury, and the important principle of associated work be 
instilled into the hearts of those who ere long will take the place of their fathers 
and mothers in the church. . 


ORGANIZED FEMALE AID. 

The Christian Church has everywhere become fully conscious of the impor- 
tance of securing the important and efficient support of this powerful and efficient 
agency in advancing the kingdom of Christ inthe world. In our congregational 
work every pastor understands and appreciates this agency. The heart of wo- 
man beats warmly for the cause of God. Godly women in our churches know 
and feel that their comforts, happiness, and social position are due to the influ- 
ence of the gospel of Christ ; and hence their sympathies are deeply enlisted in the 
degredation, vassalage and oppression of their sex everywhere, and especially in 
the dark regions of heathenism. How to render this love and sympathy effica- 
ciousin advancing the foreign missionary cause, is a question which this General 
Synod might well consider, and upon which it should give deliberate judgment 
and advice. The initiative in this direction has already been taken by the Iowa 
Synod, and though their reported results are as yet not very brilliant, a laudable 
commencement has been made. “Aller Aufang ist Schwer.” Were the Gen- 
eral Synod, by appropriate action, to call attention to this subject, the results 
would doubtless be as gratifying in our Church as in sister denominations. At 
the late Presbyterian General Assembly, held in Chicago, the Mission Report 
was largely devoted to the consideration of this subject, and the following aston- 
ishing results were published: “Total receipts for the past year $274,052, of 
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which $216,441 were from women’s societies.” The Board does not wish to 
indicate what action this body should suggest, whether to organize local or syn- 
odical societies; but most respectfully solicits the General Synod, in its wisdom, 
to devise such measures as will best utilize this agency in aid of the evangeli- 
zation of the world. 

{temicing our work in the foreign field, we cali your attention first to 


INDIA, 

Here our progress has upon the whole been satisfactory. The additions to 
the Church, though not large, are nevertheless encouraging. By reason of the 
fearful famine that has visited this country, many of our members have been 
obliged to leave their homes and move elsewhere, It is to be hoped that they 
have the leaven of righteousness with them, and, as in the primitive Church, they 
preach Christ, wherever they go. The statistics of this field are as follows: 
Communicants 1263; backsliders 103; baptisms since the commencement of the 
mission, 35 years ago, 4,084; candidates for baptism, 320; villages where native 
Christians reside, 111; school or prayer houses, 33; chapel, 1; high school, 13 
boarders, 51; caste girls schools, 3; pupils, 101; ordinary mission schools, 29; 
pupils, 429. The entire working force in this field embraces 5 ordained minis- 
ters, of whom 2 are native pastors; catechists, 3; itinerant teachers, 29; Bible 
colporteurs, 2; tract colporteurs, 2; female missionaries, 2; together, exclusive of 
the high school at Guntur, 65. The expense of this agency for the last two 
years has amounted to $20,847.16. In this amount is included Rev. Harpster’s 
return to this country, and the annuities of Mrs. Long’s children, the wards 
of the Board until they are of the age of sixteen years, one of whom is no longer 
under our supervision. Kev. Harpster left the field on account of throat dis- 
ease, on the 22d of March, 1876, and returned to this country via Japan, and 
resides at present with some friends in California. The mission lust an effi- 
cient laborer in this dear brother; and the hope is cherished that ere long he 
will be prepared to resume his work in the Palnad. His place, however, has 
been well supplied in the service of the two native pastors, the Revs. B. John 
and M. Nathaniel, who were solemnly ordained to the work of the gospel min- 
istry on the 2d Sabbath of this year. At the same time the Stor Memorial 
Chapel, at Guntur, was dedicated to the service of Almighty God. This was, 
altogether, an eventful period in the history of our mission. It has fixed the 
permanency of our work in India, and is the harbinger of greater results for the 
future. By these several events the hopes of our missionaries have been greatly 
encouraged. The Board cherishes the conviction that the church at home will 
furnish the means to carry forward the work which presents such encouraging 
features. 

At the last meeting of the General Synod the Board’s proposition of abolish- 
ing the English department of the high school at Guntur was fully endorsed. 
This action was communicated to the brethren in India. They strongly pro- 
tested against this, stating that the future success of the Mission depended 
largely on this high school as thus organized. At this earnest request, the Board 
consented to continue the same if the conditions, as at first stated, were in any 
sense complied with. The response to this action has been that for the time 
being the Government of India furnishes $18.75 per month for the Vernacular- 
English high school at Guntur. Under these cirumstances the school is con- 
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tinued, and the report seems to indicate that the same is doing a great work. 
The future will reveal whether this arrangement will be permanent. 

A new field has been organized with Dachepalli as its centre, and Rey. Mr. 
Rowe as its head. It embraces part of the Guntur district, and promises great 
success. A residence must be provided for the brother, which will involve the 
expenditure of $237.50; which, though not yet acted upon by the Board, will 
doubtless be granted. 

It may be of interest to the Church to know what is meant by z¢merant 
teachers employed by the missionaries in their field. To all such we say that 
next to the missionaries themselves, this class of laborers is of the utmost im- 
portance to our work; as they are constantly moving among the people, encour- 
aging and instructing new converts, and persuading others to embrace the 
truth as it is in Jesus. Some of these will, in course of time, be promoted to 
higher positions, involving greater responsibilities. 

The Board wishes to emphasize the gratifying fact, as marking an epoch in 
the history of this mission, that at the beginning of this year two native pastors 
were ordained, who are represented by our missionaries as doing the work for 
which they have been qualified, very well. It is to this native agency that we 
must ultimately look for the redemption of India, as indeed of all other heathen 
nations sitting in the regions and shadow of death. Training-schools, there- 
fore, whatever their cost at the outset may be, should be established at as early 
a period as possible. With this object in view, the high school at Guntur was 
opened; and the fifty-one boarders sustained, by the annual extra contributions 
of $25 for each one’s support, may be looked to in time to come, to render effi- 
cient and important aid. They are a sort of guasz beneficiaries, as known to 
our district Synods; and though most of them may as yet not even be members 
of the Church, under the efficient training of the brethren in charge of them, 
the most favorable results may be anticipated. At the same time, however, we 
would respectfully suggest that the present number is sufficiently large for the 
time being; and any one meditating the support of such a student may devote 
that amount to the effort of the Board to rid itself of its burdensome debt. 

SUMMARY OF EXPENSES. 

The President’s report will give a detailed statement of the financial condi- 
tion of the Board. We submit here only an itemized summary of disbursements 
for the last two last years. They show the following aggregate :

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ESTIMATES FOR THE COMING TWO YEARS. 

It is a great relief to the Board to state that even keeping the entire force of 
agents as it now stands in our employ, there will be considerable reduction of 
expenditure for the next two years. The Memorial Chapel at Guntur is fin- 
ished and paid for. The buildings:at Muhlenberg are erected, and when the 
debt incurred for putting them up is liquidated, they will not trouble the church 
again for half a century to come. ‘These items that have drained our Treasury 
so heavily are accomplished facts. Nevertheless, it will require a heavy outlay 
of money to carry forward our foreign work. Should the several agencies in 
dicated in the above statements, viz.,“‘ The Children’s Foreign Missionary 
Society,’”’ and the “‘ Female Foreign Missionary Society,”’ and the Apostolic rule 
of contribution, be vigorously plied by the Church, the amount needed can be 
secured without serious difficulty. Itemizing our wants, they will stand about 
as follows :

AFRICA. 


In this field important changes have occurred since our last report. In Sep- 
tember, 1875, the Rev. B. B. Collins and wife sailed for Liberia, where they 
arrived in November following. They were cordially received by Rev. Day, 
and entered on their work with zest and vigor. But scarcely had one month 
passed over them when Mr. Collins was smitten down by fever which greatly 
prostrated him. With unremitting care his faithful wife devoted herself to her 
ailing husband. Not long after she herself was taken down by the same dis- 
ease, and her life was greatly endangered. It was agreed that they should re- 
turn home by the first vessel leaving Liberia, a step which Mr. Collins himself 
has ever since regretted. They re-embarked for America in April, being ac- 
companied also by Mr. Day, whose wife, for special reasons, had previously 
sailed for home. Mr. Collins’ health rapidly improved, while his devoted wife, 
after having been one week at sea, fell asleep in Jesus, and was buried in mid- 
ocean. The missionaries landed at New York, in June, 1876, whilst the mis- 
sion was placed in charge of Michael Diehl, the farm hand, and Henry Jacobs, 
the teacher, both these men having grown up in the mission. 

The Board had previously granted Mr. Day a furlough of two or three 
months. He returned last fall with his companion to Africa, and both have 
enjoyed excellent health ever since, and cherish the brightest hopes of success 
in their chosen life-work at Muhlenberg Mission. 

In view of the enfeebled health of Rev. Collins, the Board thought best to, 
retain him at half pay in their service at home, until such time when he could 
take charge of a field here. His health is fully restored, and his heart yearns 
to return to Africa. His importunities on that point are most touching; but 
for various reasons we have not seen our way clear to send him back, but have 
advised him to look out for a home field of labor. Our arrangements with him 
will terminate in July next. The Board bear willing and unqualified testimony 
to the excellences of his Christian charactey, the purity of his motives, and the 
self-sacrificing disposition of his heart. May God’s richest blessings ever 
attend him. 

The Board have commissioned Mr. Herman Voss, a young German, well 
reputed by those who have known him for years in this country, to be an assist- 
ant to Rev. Day in such work as he can do, ata salary of $300 a year. He 
will sail about the middle of June; and under the experienced direction of 
Mr. Day, we doubt not, will render important services at Muhlenberg. 

It is gratifying to the Board also to report that James A. Brown, from the 
African mission, whom Prof. Born, at the Missionary Institute, Selinsgrove, Ra, 
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has taken as his ward, is making such laudable progress in the development of 
Christian character and mental training, that in the opinion of the professors he 
may, in a year, return to Africa and render efficient aid to our mission asa 
competent teacher. 

Thus in the midst of many trials God is showing us also many tokens of en- 
couragement. The church at Muhlenberg is represented as being in a healthy 
condition ; the membership is gradually increasing, many natives coming great 
distances to hear the Gospel. In every direction the power of our mission is 
felt as the repeated and numerous calls of chiefs shows, who ask Mr. Day for 
teachers, they themselves being willing to bear all necessary expenses. It isa 
favorable seed-time ; and Mr. Day contemplates an inland tour of several: 
weeks continuance. The arrival of Mr. Voss will be very opportune indeed. 

There are now over sixty children at the mission whom the Board must fur- 
nish food and clothing, and we wish here publicly to thank those congrega- 
tions that have sent boxes of clothing for this mission. 

The farm is gradually being put under cultivation, and when once fully 
planted with coffee-trees, it will, in the judgment of Mr. Day, pay all the 
necessary expenses of the mission; 15,000 of such trees are now planted, 10,- 
ooo of which were set out during the last two years. This involved extraordi- 
nary labor and expense, as the only method of cultivation is by cutlasses and 
hoes. To cultivate 100 acres by such means is a herculean undeitaking, and 
Mr. Day earnestly wishes a plow and bullock to facilitate his work. 

EXPENSES OF THIS MISSION. 

This is the “burning question” of our report. Hence have arisen all our 
troubles. It will be remembered that in our last report we estimated $1,000 for 
repairs of buildings, $4,000 for salaries, and $3,500 for the general use of the 
mission, making in all $8,500 for two years. Instead of this amount it has cost 
us $15,831.76, or $7,331.76 more than our estimate, which is about our present 
indebtedness. 

How has this been incurred? Partly in this wise: Our estimate for sending 
Rev. Collins and wife to Africa was $375: our actual outlay for passage and 
outfit was $775, or $400 in excess of our estimate. We have also paid $800, 
balance due Rev. Breuninger, late missionary to Africa, making in all $1,200. 
This leaves yet $6,131.76 to be accounted for. The purchase and planting of 
10,000 coffee trees cost $592, and about an equal amount is in store goods and 
provision on hand, which will reduce the above sum in round figures to about 
$5,000. This amount was expended in the erection of the new buildings, em- 
bracing church, school house, missionary dwelling house, dormitories for boys 
and girls, and other necessary outbuildings. When it is remembered that every 
foot of timber used in these buildings had to be carried on men’s heads, some 
10, others 16 and 20 miles, it can easily be seen that however large the amount 
may seem in the aggregate expended on them, it must nevertheless have re- 
quired considerable financiering to put them up for the amount indicated. 


JAPAN MISSION, 


The Board has not thought it prudent under existing circumstances to take 
any steps in entering that inviting field; the financial condition of the country 
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and our pressing debt rendering such a move unavoidable. The loud and 
earnest call from that interesting land remains therefore still unanswered. Yet 
the Spirit of God is at work in reference to it. A young man at Gettysburg 
proposes to go there and commence the work in the name of the Lord and the 
Church, trusting to friends at home to supply his clothing, whilst he will try and 
earn his daily bread by some employment in the schools of that country, only 
so that he can prosecute his labors under the auspices of the Board. This shows 
a martyr spirit, and a faith that would seem to remove mountains. Yet with it 
all we have not seen our way clear to comply with this noble request. 


HOME EXPENSES OF THE BOARD. 


We are constrained, by reason of a recent occurrence, reluctlantly to refer 
again to this subject. We distinctly state that the time and labor of the Board 
are given gratuitously to this work. The Treasurer’s report will show that all 
the expenses of this work for the last two years have been $258.80. The Sec- 
retary charges the Board for postage and stationery at the rate of $1.00 per 
month. It is confidently believed that there are few foreign missionary socie- 
ties that collect and disburse a like amount with less expenses.

PROCEEDINGS 


RELATING TO THE 


BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS 


Fripay, June Ist, 9 A. M. 
The order of the day being the business of the Board of Home 
Missions, the Rev. J. W. Goodlin, Secretary of the Board, read his 
biennial report. . 


Home Missions. 

The Board of Home Missions would respectfully present to the General 
Synod its Fourth Biennial Report, from June Ist, 1875, to June Ist, 1877, in- 
clusive. 

The past two years have been years of great financial stringency and anxiety 
to the Board. The monetary pressure in the country, beginning September, 
1873, and continuing for nearly four years, has, especially during the last two 
years, very seriously interfered with the operations and plans of the Board, and 
the prosperity and success of the missions. So materially did it affect the receipts 
of the Board, that it was greatly perplexed and embarrassed as to the best course 
to pursue, or where and how to obtain funds with which to sustain the missions, 
and pay the salaries of the missionaries. One of two alternatives presented 
itself; either to disband some of the missions, or cut down all or most of the 
salaries of the missionaries. The Board decided on the latter—an action which 
few, if any, of the church councils of our old and established congregations 
have ventured to take with the salaries of pastors since the prevalency of the 
financial embarrassment in the country. 

DEATH OF A MISSIONARY. 

For the first time in the history of the Board, death has enterred the ranks of 
our Missionaries. In January last, Rev. F. 7. Burrell, missionary pastor of the 
English mission at Brooklyn, N. Y. was called to his rest and reward, Bro. 
Burrell was a devoted Christian, an earnest worker, a faithful pastor ; and the 
success which attended his efforts showed that his labors were not in vain. 


MISSIONS ON THE FUNDS. 

The number of missions reported on the list at the last meeting of the General 
Synod, was forty-one. Since then five new ones have been added, making 
forty-six which have been sustained from the funds of the Board. Of these 
forty-stx missions, three have become self-sustaining, viz: Davis, Ill., Mt. Holly 
Springs, Pa., and Des Moines, Ia. Zzwo, the Swedish and Norwegian missions 
at Boston, Mass., were abandoned by the missionaries themselves, and without 
the knowledge of the Board; and ome, Upper Sandusky, O., was declined 
further aid. 

These missions are distributed in the States as follows: Kansas 6, Missouri 
2, Illinois 3, West Virginia 3, Pennsylvania 8, Ohio 6, New York 4, Iowa 6, 
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Michigan, Kentucky, Maine, New Jersey, District of Columbia, and Nebraska 
each 1, and Massachusetts 2.

In all forty missions, comprising 54 congregations, 3,363 members, 45 Sun- 
day-schools with 4,677 scholars, 37 churches, and g parsonages. 


APPLICATIONS FOR AID. 

During the two years just ending, the Board received twenty-seven applica- 
tions for aid, amounting to over five thousand dollars. Ten of these applica- 
tions were from old congregations, z. ¢., congregations which were once self-sus- 
taining, but from some cause had become weakened and were unable to support 
a pastor, and therefore appplied for aid. Seven were from Swedish congrega- 
tions, and one from a German congregation. The last coming within the juris- 
diction of the German Board, the English Board could take no action on its 
application. Among these applications there were three which specially claimed © 
the attention of the Board, viz: Council Bluffs, Ia.; Grand Rapids, Mich.; and 
Cleveland, O. The indications to open missions at these points were very 
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favorable, and the Board was very desirous to begin the work at once. But it 
would have required an additional sum of about two thousand dollars from the 
treasury of the Board of Home Missions. 

LUTHERAN HOME MISSIONARY. 

After long and careful consideration, and yet with a good deal of hesitancy, 
the Board resolved on the publication and gratuitous distribution among our 
ministry of the Lutheran Home Missionary. ‘This journal is devoted to the in- 
terests and work of Home Missions and Church Extension. Its object is to 
communicate intelligence, and to awaken a greater interest in regard to these 
important‘enterprises of the Church. One thousand copies are issued quarterly 
at a cost of thirty-seven dollars and fifty cents. The first number was issued 
April, 1876. 

REMARKS. 
1. On the Work of the Board for the two years. 

It has not been as suceessful as it might have been, or as the Board desired 
it to be; not as successful as the Great Head of the Church intended it to be, if He 
has called the General Synod to do its part of the great work of Home Missions 
in the greatest country in the world. It has not been as successful as the many 
encouraging opportunities afforded. It has not been as successful as the two 
years previous, for then the Board added fourteen new missions, but only five 
during the two years now closing; so that the number of missions has de- 
creased. 

That no more missions were added was because of a depleted treasury; and 
a depleted treasury is to be attributed to the indifference of many of the ministry 
and membership of the Church. If this work be of God, if the General Synod 
has a part and lot in the work, that portion of its ministry and membership who 
have not done their part must bear the responsibility for the want of greater 
success. 

If, however, the Board has not been able to increase the number of 
new missions, yet the operations of those under its care give, as will be seen 
from the reported results, unmistakable evidence of success in the work. 

2. On the Receipts of the Board, 

At the last meeting of the General Synod the Board asked for seventeen 
thousand dollars annually for the next two years. The Synod voted twenty 
thousand dollars. The total receipts, from the Synods, for the two years, were 
eighteen thousand eight hundred and ninety-five dollars and fifty-five cents, or 
eight hundred dollars and fifty-one cents less than the amounts received from the 
Synods for the two years previous. The receipts from all sources were fwenty- 
_ one thousand and fifty-one dollars and ninety-nine cents; or, four thousand 

six hundred and seventy-five dollars and seventy-one cents less than they were 
the two previous years. 

In consequence of this decrease in the receipts, there is now, for the first time 
in the history of the Board, a debt of ¢wo thousand four hundred dollars. 

3. The Needs of the Board. 

The debt of the Board is now twenty-four hundred dollars. 

To sustain the missions now under the care of the Board, should they be con- 
tinued on the funds, will require twelve thousand five hundred dollars annually. 
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But it is very important that some of the points among the twenty-seven ap- 
plications which have been made for help be immediately taken up as missions. 
This is true especially of Council Bluffs, Grand Rapids, and Cleveland. To 
begin the work in these places, it will require about two thousand dollars from 
the Board of Home Missions for the first year. And recently the Board has re- 
ceived letters urging the beginning of missions in Davenport, Iowa, and Colum- 
bus, Ohio, as the prospects are very promising. ‘To do this will require an ad- 
ditional sum of about one thousand dollars. 

The Board will therefore need for the ensuing year about eighteen thousand 
dollars. 


4. On the List of Missions. 


In regard to the present list of missions there are several points which, per- 
haps, are worthy of notice: 

1. Zhe long continuance of some of the missions on the funds of the Board. 

At the organization of the Board, in 1869, there were ¢hzrty-seven missions 
transferred to the Board; sixteen of these were transferred from the ‘former 
Society,”’ and ¢wenty-one from the “ District Synods.” At the same time there 
were ¢hirteen undertaken by the Board. Out of these /i/ty missions, nineteen 
are still receiving aid from the Board. 

The continuance of these missions for eight years on the funds has caused 
the Board no little perplexity, The Board has felt that by this time they should 
be self-sustaining ; and had it not been for their peculiar circumstances, the 
Board, ere this, would have declined them further aid. The Board has, how- 
ever, in many cases reduced, annually, the appropriations. But the Board felt 
that to have abandoned them entirely, and left them to their own resources, es- 
pecially during the nearly four years, or almost one-half of the time, of a finan- 
cial depression, would have been their certain failure, and a loss of all that had 
been appropriated, as well as the loss of so many missions and so much of the 
home missionary work and field. The Board felt conscious that it would be 
doing a great wrong to many true and struggling Christian men and women of 
our own household of faith, and looking to the Church for sympathy and help. 

2. The frequent and continued vacancies of some of these missionss. During 
the two years there have been ezghfeen vacancies. One of these, Topeka, Kan- 
sas, has been vacant since 1872. Some have been vacant two years, some for 
one year, and some for less than a year. Why these vacancies occur so fre- 
quently, and, in some cases, continue for so long a time, the Board cannot say. 
It is certain, however, that these vacancies greatly hinder the success of the 
work of missions themselves, and affect the work in general, as they appear on 
the list, but add nothing to the efficiency and progress of the work. 


POINTS FOR CONSIDERATION. 


The Board would, in concluding this report, respectfully present the follow- 
ing points for the consideration and action of the General Synod : 

1. To adopt some measure by which the debt of the Board my be promptly 
removed. 

2. To inaugurate some prompt and efficient measures by which the funds of 
the Board may be increased, sufficiently at least to begin home mission work 
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without delay in those places mentioned in the report, and also in other places 
which have made application for aid. 

3. That the Synod give some expression as regards the further continuance on 
the funds of the Board of the missions which have been receiving aid for a 
number of years; and also in reference to the continued vacancies of some of 
the missions, Respectfully submitted.

Resolved, That Cleveland and Davenport be recommended to the Board, 
and that Grand Rapids, Council Bluffs, Columbus and Quincy be referred to 
the Board.

Second Biennial Report 


Of the German Board of Home Missions of the General Synod of the Evangel- 
ical Lutheran Church in the United States of America. 


FATHERS AND BRETHREN: If we had reason to believe that our first report 
of the operations of the German Home Missionary Board made a favorable im- 
pression upon the members of the General Synod, it is no doubtful question 
with us that the impression of the present report will be anything but encour- 
aging. 

If this Synod calls for a report of what the Board has done during the two 
years just closing, we might comprehend it in the one word—nothing! The 
Synod has a right to inquire for the reason of so short and discouraging a re- 
port; and hence, though we would rather be silent in regard to this matter, yet 
we feel it a duty which we owe to the Synod, as well as to ourselves, to give a 
plain statement. But a few days after the adjournment of the last General 
Synod, the appointed chairman of this Board entered upon a voyage to Europe, 
being absent some fifteen weeks. Shortly after his departure, “the German Lu- 
theran Synod of Maryland,” which had, on its own application to the General 
Synod, meeting at Baltimore, Md., in May, 1875, been received into its bounds 
and two of whose members had been appointed as members of this Board, for 
certain reasons sufficient to themselves, organized a separate Mission Board of 
their own. The following is a correct translation of their proceedings, as re- 
ported in their printed minutes. On page 12, in the report on the President’s 
report, we find the following: ¢ 3. ‘‘ Whereas it seems but fair, that the mis- 
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sion moneys collected in our congregations, should be used for the benefit of 
those congregations which are connected with our Synod; further, whereas, 
the majority of the German Home Mission Board appointed by the General 
Synod are not members of our Synod, consequently the application of our mis- 
sion moneys need not be for the benefit of our congregations, and in fact has 
already been made for foreign purposes, as, for instance, for the benefit of the 
Kirchenfreund ,; this Synod is advised to deliver the money collected within 
our congregations for Home Mission purposes, to the treasurer of our own 
Synod, and to entrust the use of it to her own Mission Board.” It appears 
from the printed minutes that the President of this Synod had even previous to 
this report appointed a Mission Board, which action was by the adoption of the 
above recommendation endorsed. 

At the next meeting of our Board the two members from the above Synod 
withdrew, on the plea that‘since ¢kezr Synod had appointed a separate Mission 
Board, they could no longer conscientiously work with the Mission Board ap- 
pointed by the General Synod. Thus, for the time being, this Board consisted 
of only two members, one of whom resided in Baltimore, the other in Washing- 
ton, forty miles apart. 

At about the same time the Central Conference of Illinois (now the German 
Wartburg Synod) the next largest body of German ministers in the General 
Synod after the German Synod of Maryland, met, and from the proceedings as 
printed in the Lutherische Kirchenfreund, of September 17, 1875, we learned 
to our astonishment and discouragement that even this body, professing other- 
wise such complete loyalty to the General Synod, had transacted missionary 
business by voting a considerable amount of money to one congregation and 
recommending a second congregation to this Mission Board. The only cx- 
planation of this double action we could make out, was that after voting their 
money to the one congregation, and thereby taking all the credit to themselves 
(of which, however, we do not complain), they recommended the other con- 
gregation to us, and would thus, in case of refusal of the requested support, 
throw all the odium of the refusal on this Board. No report of their proceed- 
ings, hence no recommendation of said congregation, nor any contribution to- 
ward Mission operations, though repeatedly promised, ever reached us from 
this body. The only knowledge of their actions we received through the 
printed report in the Airchenfreund, which thus became known to the entire 
Church, and could not but exert a discouraging influence upon the activity of 
this Board. | 

During all this time many requests for support were received, but no contri- 
butions for such purposes, with the exception of $38.80, $20 of which came 
from individual friends, from any other source than one congregation whose 
pastor is a member of this Board. He had heard from some pastors that they 
had some mission money in hand, but though they promised to send it, it never 
came, and has not come to this day. 

Under the circumstances—requests for support constantly coming in, but no 
contributions ; having no traveling secretary ; our existence and authority ig- 
nored and openly denied by some of our most influential brethren in the min- 
istry ; no organ by which we could make known our wants to the Church and 
arouse their co-operation ; defamed and ‘deserted by those to whom we had a 
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right to look for most ardent support—the Board finally, on the 6th of March, 
1876, resolved to suspend its active operations, and to make this action known 
to the differenent German pastors by direct communication. It wasa step 
most reluctantly taken by the members of this Board. We felt that to some de- 
gree we would make ourselues subject to the censure of your honorable body, 
but we considered this preferable to the charges of negligence of duty, which 
might be raised by the very persons who helped to cripple us. 

The only Mission which we had supported, previously, and partly during 
these two years, at Cullman, Alabama, was left by our missionary, the Rev. Mr. 
Schmalzl, the people there not being able to give him sufficient support, though 
they had with great sacrifice erected a house of worship. 

Finally, it is our opinion, though most reluctantly expressed, that under ex- 
isting circumstances it will be but wise to discontinue the German Board of 
Home Missions. Respectfully submitted.

Report on the Report of German Board of Home Missions. 


Your committee respectfully report that the document placed in their hands 
is the report of the German Board of Home Missions of the General Synod. 

We are pained to learn from it, that the work of Home Missions in our Ger- 
man Churches, in connection with the General Synod, during the past two 
years, has been so barren of good results. 

The report represents that this unfruitfulness is owing :— 

1. Zo the withdrawal of the German Maryland Synod from its co-operation 
with the Board, and the establishment of an independent Loard of Home Missions. 

Your committee can not but express their emphatic disapproval of such action 
on the part of the “‘German Synod of Maryland;” as it was not only a gross and 
palpable violation of the solemn compact, voluntarily entered into, on the part 
of this Synod, when, upon its application, it was received into the General 
Synod at its last convention; but also because it is an exhibition of that individ- 
ualism and insubordination, so detrimental to the proper and rapid development 
of the church, and consequently so subversive of the cause of the Redeemer. 

Your committee offer the following recommendations ; 

1. That the request of the German Board be not granted. 

2. That the ‘* German Board of Home Missions” shall be located in the east 
as heretofore, and that Rev. Dr. Harkey, Rev. C. Kuhl and Rev. Prof. Giese, bea 
committee in the West, to advise with and aid in carrying out the purposes of 
the Board in reference to our German interests in the West.

Church Extension. 


The Board of Church Extension would present its /ourth Biennial Report 

from June 1, 1875, to June 1, 1877, inclusive. 
LOANS MADE, 

At the meeting of the General Synod in Baltimore, Md., the Committee on 
the appeal of the mission at Hudson, N. Y., for aid, stated that “the mission 
became so greatly embarrassed that it was unable to provide for mortgages on 
its property amounting to about $11,000, and the entire Church property was 
sold under the mortgages, bringing at the forced sale only enough to pay the 
mortgage debt.” The Committee further stated that “An opportunity is now 
presented to the mission to redeem its property by the payment of the mortgage 
debts under which it was sold. The mission can borrow upon its property, if 
redeemed, $5,000, and. can carry that amount of debt, so that if the sum of 
$6,000 can be secured, a property costing $25,000 may be rescued from total 
lossto our Church. Realizing the importance of prompt and liberal action in 
this case, your committee recommend that the Synod, by an appropriate resolu. 
tion, commend this mission to the attention of the churches and of the Church 
Extension Board, and that the Church Extension Board be authorized to borrow 
money in aid of the enterprise if they deem it necessary and expedient.” 

The Board carefully investigated the case and found that the indebtedness 
was $12,000, and that it was necessary and expedient to act promptly in the 
matter. 

The Board borrowed the money and purchased the property. 

The congregation at Danville, Pa., asked aid of the Board to enable them to 
save their Church from being sold. 

The Board loaned the congregation one thousand and seventy-five dollars. 

The Board received an appeal from the Mission Church at Grafton, W. Va., 

j 
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stating that if they could not be aided speedily by the Board in meeting some of 
their obligations, the furniture of their Church would be sold. The Board loaned 
them five hundred dollars, 

RECEIPTS, 


e , 
The total receipts for Church Extension, not including loans negotiated, are 
as follows: 
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' It will be observed that the donations exceed the receipts to the General or 
Loan Fund, over four thousand dollars, and for which donations the Church 
has no guarantee. 

APPLICATIONS FOR LOANS. 

Thirteen applications were made for loans, amounting to about fifteen thou- 
sand dollars, and although the Board desired to comply with the request of 
many of those asking aid by the way of loans, yet the state of its finances would 
not allow, 


COLLECTING CLAIMS, 

For a number of years the Board has been endeavoring to collect the long- 
standing claims against churches to which loans had been made, These amount 
to about twenty thousand dollars. At the last meeting of the General Synod, 
the Board was authorized to collect claims due “‘ by compulsory methods, with 
the recommendation that the collection be enforced in all proper cases.” 

The Board has not exercised this authority, but has written letters to all par- 
ties whose notes are due, requesting, if possible, that the whole or part of the 
claims be paid. 

Some of the parties have made no reply; some thought they ought to be re- 
leased entirely ; some that they had contributed to the church extension cause, 
and had understood that their contributions were credited on their notes; some 
promised to pay as soon as they could; some did not know when they could 
pay, if at all. The whole effort at collecting these long outstanding claims 
ended in the receipt of four hundred and fifty dollars. 


ACTION ON APPEALS. 

The Board has had a number of requests from mission congregations, and 
in some cases recommended by Synods, asking permission to make appeals to 
the Church and to individual Synods, for aid in liquidating their debts. The 
Board took the following action ; 

WHEREAS, There have been frequent applications to the Board of Church 
Extension for permission to appeal to the Church at large and to individual 
Synods for aid in the liquidation of debts on their houses of worship; and 

WHEREAS, These appeals are sometimes recommended and urged by the 
Synods with which these missions are connected ; and, 

WHEREAS, The Board in yielding to a departure of its policy by granting 
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such applications on several occasions, is led to see the ruinous effects of such 
a course upon the work of Church Extension, and the ultimate defeat of the 
intention of the organization by the failure of securing the moneys thus obtained, 
and the general tendency of frustrating the operations of the Board, and injuri- 
ously affecting the receipts into the treasury from the Church}; therefore, 

1. Resolved, That the Board of Church Extension cannot, hereafter, unless oth- 
erwise ordered by the General Synod, grant permission to any mission to make 
any appeal to the Church in general or District Synod in particular. This res- 
olution, however, not to apply to those missions already authorized by the Gen- 
eral Synod to make such appeals. 

2. Resolved, That in case circumstances should arise at any time when in the 
judgment of the Board it would be seen necessary to allow such an appeal to be 
made by any mission, that it should be made under the authority and direction 
of the Board, and that the funds thus received be secured to the Board in what- 
ever way the Board may direct. 


PRESENT WANTS OF THE BOARD, 

The Board is in debt fourteen thousand two hundred dollars. 

In the report on Home Missions, the Board referred to Council Bluffs, Grand 
Rapids, and Cleveland as being propitious, at present, for the opening of mis- 
sions. But in neither of these places is there a house of worship. The people 
themselves are not able to build. They would expect the Board of Church 
Extension to help. In fact, they will not enter upon the work unless they are 
sure of aid in erecting a church. It will take about $10,000 to put a respecta- 
ble church in these three places; and it is utterly useless for the Board of 
Home Missions to begin operations in either place unless the Board of Church 
Extension, at the same time, help build a church. 

From this statement, the Board of Church Extension will need about 
$30,000 for the next two years. 

In regard to the places mentioned, it may be further added, that they are just 
such places as are exceedingly favorable for the home mission work. They are 
centres of influence, favorably located ; and, from the propitious circumstances, 
it seems as if the finger of God was pointing the General Synod to them. Bet- 
ter points cannot be found for beginning the work. ‘The Board of Home 
Missions is willing, in God’s name, to go forward and occupy the land. Will 
the General Synod furnish the Board of Church Extension with the funds to go 
along and help? On the aid of the Board of Church Extension depends the 
success of the home mission work in these places, and if not enabled to give its 
aid soon, the seasonable time will pass by, perhaps forever. ; 


OTHER CHURCH EXTENSION WORK. 

Though it is not within the province of the Board of Church Extension, yet, 
lest an unfavorable impression might be made, it is well to state that the receipts 
and work of the Board do not show all that has been given and done by the 
churches of the General Synod for the cause of church extension. From the 
minutes of the meetings of the District Synods which met last year, the paro- 
chial reports show that $6,376 have been contributed in one year to the work 
of church extension, whilst the Board has received for the general fund 
$3,057.48 in ¢wo years. 
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Such an exhibit from the parochial reports indicates a commendable interest 
and work in the cause of church extension. It shows, perhaps, that there is 
not that indifference on the subject which might be inferred from the very 
limited receipts and work as reported by the Board; and yet it certainly puts 
the work of the Board in a very unfavorable and mortifying light before the 
churches whose boards are receiving such great sums and accomplishing so 
much in this field of Christian labor. It may be an argument in favor of in- 
dependent effort in this cause of the Church; and if continued, may render the 
Board of Church Extension an unnecessary agent in the work. 


ACTION REQUESTED. 


For the immediate consideration and action of the General Synod the Board 
would respectfully present the following: 

1. That the Synod take some decided and efficient measures to enable the 
Board to remove its indebtedness. 

2. That the Synod make provision for the Board to enable it to take imme- 
diate steps to act with the Board of Home Missions in opening missions in the 
places referred to in this report, and in other places where the circumstances 
would justify. 

3. That the Synod give the Board instructions as to the best method of col- 
lecting the claims due. 

4. That the Synod adopt some plan by which the independent efforts in the 
the church extension cause by synods and congregations may be made to fairly 
represent the work of church extension. 

5. That the Synod set apart one evening during its meetings to be devoted 
exclusively to the cause of church extension. 

6. That the Synod give an expression as to the action of the Board in refer- 
ence to appeals to the Church for aid. 

7. That the Synod instruct the Board of Church Extension to require 
all churches receiving funds from the Church as donations to execute a 
mortgage to the Board for such moneys, said mortgage not to be in force only 
on condition any of the churches thus receiving donations should at any time 
become disbanded or alienated from the Lutheran Church of the General Synod 
or the church property diverted to any other purpose. 


The items in this report on which action on the part of the Synod 
was desired by the Board, were disposed of as follows: 

No. 1 was referred to the Committee on Systematic Beneficence. 

On No. 2 the Synod resolved, First, that the Board of Church Ex. 
tension be instructed to co-operate with the Board of Home Missions 
according to their judgment. Second, that the Synod sustain the 
Board of Church Extension in such co-operation. ‘Third, that the 
Committee on Systematic Beneficence be instructed to devise a plan 
for furnishing the means. 

On No. 3 it was resolved that the Board be instructed to take the 
necessary legal measures to secure the payment of these loans. 

On No. 4 it was resolved that all moneys collected for church 
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extension shall be passed gro forma through the hands of the Treas- 
urer of the Board. 

No. 5 was answered by the selection of Saturday evening. 

On No. 6 it was resolved that the action of the Board in refer- 
ence to appeals be approved. 

On No. 7, it was resolved, that the Board be so instructed.

FIRST SESSION. 


By order of the General Synod, the Publication Society con- 
vened in the First Evangelical Lutheran Church of Carthage, Ill., 
June 4th, 1877, at 9 o’clock a. m. 

The President, Hon. C. Kugler, called the house to order, and 
the session was opened with prayer by Rev. C. A. Hay, D. D. 

In the absence of the Secretary, Rev. J. B. Baltzley, D. D., was 
appointed Secretary pro fem. 

The following motions prevailed : 


Resolved, That the members of this General Synod and others present be in- 
vited to take part in the discussions and business of this Society. 

Resolved, That the reading of the minutes of the previous meeting be dis- 
pensed with. 

Lesolved, That all persons present be requested to constitute themselves 
members of this Society, by the payment of the usual fee.

Society, read his report. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLICATION, 

Assembled now at the Twenty-second Anniversary of the Lutheran Publica- 
tion Society, we would render thanks to God for His continued preserving 
care vouchsafed to the Board. During the two years that have elapsed since 
the Society’s last meeting, which was held at Baltimore, the Board, although 
not without anxieties, has not been left without evidences of usefulness. 

It is true that we must report some decrease in the amount of business trans- 
acted; but this is doubtless to be mainly ascribed to the unusual pressure in 
the commercial world. And a particular consideration is, that in times of 
financial stringency the book trade is specially liable to suffer, inasmuch as it 
deals in certain merchandise in regard to which some of the earliest and long- 
est efforts to economize are exercised. While few business houses of any kind 
report gains, while large numbers have become wholly insolvent, and while 
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others have merely held their own, our Publication House, though not having 
advanced in pecuniary worth, but having fallen somewhat behind itself, we are 
happy to state is in a safe and promising condition.

Very little, 
probably, of this large bulk of reading matter will be regarded as ephemeral in 
its nature. Without appearing to be invidious, we may observe that much of 
it is remarkably learned and valuable. The great work of Schmid would be 
deemed a very important acquisition by even such publishers as the Clarks of 
Edinburgh. .

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The whole number of books that have thus far been issued for the Society 
runs somewhat above one hundred. 

In 1875 there were printed, through the agency of your House, the Minutes 
of thirteen Synods, and six in the year 1876. This operation, it may be inci- 
dentally remarked, is not unimportant. The service thus rendered for our 
Synods tends to the centralizing of the Church’s printing and publishing busi- 
ness at the recognized Publication House which the Church over all our terri- 
tory has been interested in establishing; aids in making our people more 
familiar with their own Publishing House, as its imprint is thus more frequently 
brought under their notice; and, at the same time, whatever pecuniary profit 
may arise from the operation, however limited in the amount, is one of the rills 
flowing into the general channel of aid and comfort to one of the most useful 
and hopeful institutions of the Church. 


PERIODICALS, 

The number of periodicals sent forth in the name of the Society—all in the 
special interest of the Sunday-school work—is four, namely : 

The Lutheran Sunday-School Herald, The Augsburg Sunday-School Teacher, 
The Augsburg Lesson-Leaf, and the Primary Lesson-Leaf. 

The Herald, which is now in its eighteenth year, has a circulation averaging 
for the year 33,000 copies monthly. This beautiful illustrated sheet has become 
an indispensable in our Sunday-schools and families. The Zeacher is now in 
its third year, with a circulation of 5,500 copies per month. The workers and 
learners in our Sunday-schools find in this publication a valuable aid, of which 
they would not readily deny themselves. The Lessons, adapted to the weekly 
exercises in the Sunday-schools, have become widely appreciated. The series 
for the older scholars circulates 41,000 monthly parts in the most busy season of 
the Sunday-school year; and that for the primary pupils, 7,500 monthly parts. 

All these periodicals the Superintendent represents are producing a profit, 
and they are doing a good work for our people, in nurturing them in piety and 
a proper church love. The evidences of this are daily becoming more appar- 
ent, and will, doubtless, in future years become still more decidedly manifest. 
Furthermore, these periodical issues are invaluable as a regular and extensive 
medium of communication with the Church.

Of this amount of donations, $820 38 came directly into the hands of the 
Superintendent, and $2,576 73 into his hands through the Treasurer. Total 
amount of donations, as per books of the store, $3,397 11. The difference 
between this amount and $3,711 95 as donations reported above, is accounted 
for in the general account of the Treasurer. 


OBSERVATIONS : 

1. The stereotype plates are of use or benefit to the extent of the demand for 
the publications, showing the importance of creating and keeping up, on the 
part of the Church, a demand for the issues of her House, as otherwise the plates 
would be almost worthless. 

2. The large amount of merchandise is owing to our having, for some years, 
carried on some jobbing trade, and having thus received a large amount of other 
publications in exchange for our own. 

The book accounts due the house, ($11,955 28), show the great extent to 
which the credit system is carried. If our patrons, consisting largely of pastors 
and congregations composing the General Synod, would promptly pay their 
accounts, it is most evident to what an extent our liabilities would be speedily 
reduced, and how this would happily aid by relieving the Board of a sum not 
inconsiderable, which must, from time to time, be met in the shape of interest. 

4. The decrease in the amount of sales is accounted for as follows: First— 
since our last report, the services of a traveling salesman have been dispensed 
with. Secondly—The general prostration in business has produced an effect 
here as well as elsewhere. 

5. We must notice with emphasis the great falling off in the item of dona- 
tions. To this we shall recur in another connection. 

6. As there is no Financial Secretary nor Colporteur, employed at present» 
we ask the Church membership at large to remember the Publication House: 
Ist, in patronizing its publications ; 2d, in affording liberal aid in the line of 
donations. 
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7. The House is prepared to fill orders for proper books of all descriptions, 
and promptly supply the various requisites employed in the Sabbath-school, 


DIFFICULTIES. 

One of the prominent drawbacks to our book-establishment is a lack on the 
part of many of our people, in cultivating the habit of giving their own church- 
house their preferred patronage. Much aid that ought to be afforded, and could 
be given as easily as not, is through want of proper thought or sympathy with- 
held; and then, in not a few instances, your servants are yet cruelly asked why 
they do not make more rapid progress. It seems like the act of standing aside 
and looking coldly on, while the child is tottering under a crushing weight, 
but kindly promising the readiest help when the same child shall have attained 
to the maturity of manhood. 

With regard to the Book of Worship, it does seem to the Board that a better 
show ought to appear. The presumption is that it is now very generally used 
in our Churches, being already six years since the first edition left the press. 
Surely singing is not becoming extinct in the grand old singing Church that 
bears the name of Luther! Still, the sales have recently been comparatively 
small, We regret this, not only since it very materially detracts from a proper 
exhibit of the business of our Board, but also because it results in a sadly mea- 
ger showing in the treasury of the General Synod, a prominent source of whose 
revenue, whence the delegates from all the Synods expect the payment of their 
mileage, is the percentage on this same Book of Worship. It may well be a 
question to lay before the Society, whether our Synods should not be earnestly 
requested to inquire whether something cannot be done to encourage a due cir- 
culation of the General Synod’s Book of Worship within their respective bounds. 

Another difficulty exists in prosecuting some proper method or methods of 
gathering regular contributions from the Church, so as to afford the ability of 
promptly issuing books of a theological and churchly character when offered, 
and thus more decidedly answering the special object contemplated in founding 
this institution. Both the agency plan and the synodical plan have been tried. 
But for the last two years very little has been accomplished in either direction. 
At this time there is no Financial Secretary in the field. The times have not 
been encouraging for soliciting contributions, and this fact has also had its effect 
in discouraging our well-known and successful men from entering the field. 
It is hoped that efforts in this direction may ere long be revived. Still, it is difficult 
by this means alone to reach the who/e Church. The plan of securing regular 
aid through annual contributions to the Synods, in like manner as for the other 
great benevolent operations of the Church, and as successfully pursued by some 
others of the great denominations, has been almost suspended with us. This 
ought not so to be; but thus itis. A few years ago the Publication Society 
had a column in the parochial table of almost every Synod within the General 
Synod; but now in some Synods it has been dropped, while in others it is 
nearly an empty nullity. Were this means earnestly revived, the littles gathered 
from the whole surface of our territory would swell to large proportions and 
produce happy effects. It is the steady work that accomplishes the greatest re- 
sults. The dew of every morning may be worth more than a drenching rain at 
long and uncertain intervals. 
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One great hindrance to the Board’s work is the difficulty in leading our people 
into the habit of buying their books at their own Church’s House. We believe 
that active colporteuring would strongly tend to counteract this lack. We would 
again suggest to the Society the importance of urging the several Synods, and 
the Presidents of Synods, to seek out good and suitable men, and recommend 
them to the Board, to labor in this service. 

Still another difficulty exists in the sizé and scattered condition of the Board. 
Distant members are too frequently absent from the monthly meetings either to 
understand or appreciate the work done, or that should be done; and thus per- 
haps too often infect others around them with a feeling bordering on indif- 
ference. Or, did even the more distant members attend regularly, their trav- 
eling expenses would amount to a sum hardly warranted. Some remedy might 
here be applied. Either the Society could advise that the Board should meet 
only quarterly, and let a larger responsibility rest upon local committees; or 
measures might be taken looking toward a reduction of the size of the Board 
from twenty-four members to about thirteen, and providing that these all reside 
within easy access of the place of meeting. 


ENCOURAGEMENTS. 

Your publication establishment is favorably located in one of the largest com- 
mercial centres of our country. It occupies a desirable and central point 
within that centre. Ninth street, by a combination of circumstances, is rapidly 
becoming one of the most popular streets in the city of Philadelphia. The 
permanent value of the real estate must appreciate, and the opportunities for 
transacting business mustadvance. Again, looking abroad over our Church, we 
see her steadily growing in numbers, wealth, intelligence, and piety; and, 
therefore, her reading must increase, her capacity to appreciate must enlarge, 
and her ability to contribute must develop. Another view brings before us the 
rapid, safe, and cheap transit of goods in our day, both by express and mail, 
putting it in the power of our people to be promptly and satisfactorily supplied 
from their own Publication House, even to the extremities of the land. There 
should be properly, for instance, nothing to hinder our House from stocking the 
libraries of all our Sunday-schools and pastors’ studies, and covering all the 
centre-tables of our families, here in the valley of the Mississippi, and yonder in 
the valley of the Sacramento, as well as in the valley of the Delaware. We 
cannot here stop to notice all the hopeful signs, butit may be added that one year 
ago valuable improvements, at a considerable cost, were made in the store-house. 
A room was fitted up in the rear for the work of mailing the periodicals, pack- 
ing of books, and storing the great bulk of publications; thus leaving the front 
part of the store unencumbered by the grosser work, and the more exclusively 
adapted to the necessities of an extended retail trade, for which specialty it was 
newly shelved and attractively stocked. We think we may venture the promise, 
under the smilings of an auspicious Providence—whoever may be elected to 
constitute the Board—that two years hence a materially-increased retail trade 
will be reported. The extension of this department of the business has for 
some time been a cherished object of your Board, and, God helping them, they 
shall succeed. 

One more encouragement, which your Board still more largely covet, is the

**God-speed” of our brethren in Christ—their prayers, their sympathy, their 
counsel, their words of cheer, their helping hand. The world is full of advice 
as to what ought zo¢ to be done, and what ought not to Zave been done; but all 
that is worth scarce as much as one hearty suggestion of what caz be done, 
and the extension of the willing, working hand to help us to do it, in the name 
of the Lord. We would ask for the friendliness of such at the anniversary of 
the Society, we would ask for the same at the meetings of the Board, we would 
ask for the same in all the congregations and families of our people over all 
this land.

GENERAL SYN@e 
EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN CHURCH, 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA]: 


(As amended and declared adopted at Washington, D. C., May rath, 1869.) 


PREAMBLE, 

Jesus Christ, the Supreme Head of His Church, having prescribed no entire 
specific directory for its government and discipline, and every section of His 
Church being left at liberty to make such regulations, additional to those found 
in the Scriptures, as are in harmony with the Word of God, and best adapted to 
its situation and circumstances; therefore, relying upon God our Father, in the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ, under the guidance and direction of the Holy | 
Spirit in the Word of God, for the promotion of the practice of brotherly love, 
to the furtherance of Christian concord, to the firm establishment and continu- 
ance of thy unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace, and for the accomplishment 
of the grand design for which the Church of Christ was established on earth,’ 
We, the Evangelical Lutheran Synods connected with the General Synod, for 
ourselves and our successors, do adopt the following 


CONSEITUTION:: 
ARTICLE WI, 
The name, style, and title of this body shall be: ‘* THE GENERAL SYNOD OF 
THE EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN CHURCH IN THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA.” 
ARTICLE II, 


SECTION I. The General Synod shall consist of the Clerical and Lay Dele- 
gates from the several District Synods of the Evangelical Lutheran Church in 
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the United States which are now connected with it, or may heréafter join them- 
selves thereunto, and who shall be duly acknowledged as members thereof in 
the following ratio, namely : 

Each Evangelical Lutheran Synod, containing eight ministers, may send 
one; if it contain sixteen, two; if twenty-four, three; if thirty-two, four ; if 
forty, five; if fifty-five, six; if seventy, seven; if eighty-five, eight; and if it 
contain one hundred and upwards, nine delegates of the rank of ordained min- 
isters, and an equal number of lay delegates. Each Synod at present connected 
with this body shall be entitled to at least one clerical and one lay representative. 

SECTION 2. Each delegate appearing in the General Synod, according to this 
ratio, shall enjoy equal rights and privileges in the transaction of its business. 
Each Synod may choose its delegates in such a manner as to it may seem proper, 
and shall pay the traveling expenses of the same to and from the General Synod, 

‘unless the General Synod shall otherwise provide. 

SECTION 3. All regularly constituted Lutheran Synods, not now in connection 
with the General Synod, receiving and holding with the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church of our fathers the Word of God, as contained in the Canonical Scriptures 
of the Old and New Testaments, as the only infallible rule of faith and practice, 
and the Augsburg Confession as a correct exhibition of the fundamental doc- 
trine of the divine word, and of the faith of our church founded upon that 
word, may at any time become associated with the General Synod by adopting 
this Constitution and sending delegates to its Convention according to the ratio 
specified in section first of this Article. 

SECTION 4. Should the delegates. of any District Synod withdraw from the 
sessions of the General Synod without the consent of a majority of the members 
of the body, and such withdrawal be sanctioned by the Synod; or should any 
Synod, without being excused by the General Synod, decline sending delegates, 
such Synod shall be considered as having severed its connection with the Gen- 
eral Synod, and its delegates can only be again received as those of a newly- 
applying Synod. f 

ARTICLE III. 


SECTION I. The delegates to the General Synod shall, at each meeting, choose 
by ballot, from among their number, a President and Secretary; and, from 
among their own number or elsewhere, a Treasurer. These officers shall continue 
in office until the next meeting of the Synod, and until others are chosen in their 
stead. The same person is at all times re-eligible as Secretary or Treasurer ; 
but no one may be elected President, except an ordained minister, nor more 
than twice in succession. 

SECTION 2. The President shall act as chairman of the Synod, and may take 
part in the discussions and vote as any other member, but shall not originate 
motions. He shall subscribe all letters, written advices, resolutions, and pro- 
ceedings of the Synod. In extraordinary cases, and by request of any one or 
more of the acknowledged Synods, or by a respectable number of the ministers of 
churches connected with the General Synod, he may convene the aelegates or 
the General Synod in special session, In case the business of the Secretary be- 
comes too burdensome for one person to execute, he shall, with the concurrence 
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of the Secretary, appoint an Assistant Secretary, and make known to him what 
portion of the labor he is to undertake. 

SECTION 3. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings, write, 
attest, and take care of allthe documents and writings, publish the time and place 
of the meeting of the Synod in the papers of the Church, at least two months 
beforehand, and, in case of a special meeting, he shall give written notice | 
thereof to the President of each of the District Synods, immediately upon the 
issue of the call for such special meeting. 

SECTION 4. The Treasurer shall receive and disburse all moneys of the Synod, 
and shall keep a faithful account of the same, which must be submitted at each 
meeting of the General Synod. At its pleasure he may also be required to give 
bond and security for the faithful performance of his trust. He shall pay out 
moneys only in pursuance of a resolution of Synod, or upon: an order of the 
President, attested by the Secretary. 

SECTION 5. Should any officer of the Synod, in the intermediate time of the 
assembling of the body, depart this life, resign his office, or become incapable of 
executing the same, then the remaining officers shall appoint some capable and 
faithful man in his place until the next meeting of the General Synod. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The General Synod, as the highest Ecclesiastical Council of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Churches connected with it through their District Synods, shall have 
the control of all those interests of the Church which are of a general character. 
The powers more specifically entrusted to the General Synod are chiefly the 
following: 

SECTION 1. The General Synod shall examine the proceedings of the District 
Synods belonging to it, in order that it may obtain a knowledge of the existing 
state of the Church; and it may publish the statistics of the Church, and reports 
of the state of religion, with such plans and recommendations for the promotion 
of the kingdom of Christ, at home and abroad, as it shall deem proper. The 
District Synods shall, therefore, transmit to it regularly several copies of the 
proceedings of their annual conventions. 

SECTION 2. The General Synod shall be charged with the duty of providing 
the books or writings to be used in the public worship of the Church, and in the 
catechetical instruction of the young, such as Liturgies, Hymn Books and Cate- 
chisms; and no District Synod shall, without the sanction of the General Synod, 
publish or recommend books of this. kind other than those furnished by the 
General Synod. 

SECTION 3. The General Synod, as the representative body of all the Synods 
connected therewith, shall make provision for the general missionary and benev- 

‘olent operations of the Church, such as Home and Foreign Missions, Church 
Extension, providing a Church literature, founding and maintaining institutions 
for the support of poor and disabled ministers and their widows and orphans, 
and other general benevolent and charitable institutions. It shall use all its 
power and means to unite, foster, and make efficient these operations of the 
Church. | 

SECTION 4. To accomplish these ends, the General Synod shall, whenever 
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deemed practicable and expedient, create and perpetuate such Boards of Man- 
agers as it may consider necessary efficiently to carry forward these operations 
of the Church, and determine the number of members of each, and the time of 
their continuance in office, and assign to each Board its appropriate work and 
duties. These Boards shall always be subject to and under the control of the 
General Synod. 

SECTION 5. Each Board thus created, acting under the control and by the 
authority of the General Synod, shall make the regulations necessary for the 
management of its own affairs, shall appoint its own officers, shall keep full 
and correct minutes of its proceedings, and shall make report of the same at 
each meeting of the General Synod. For the greater security of the funds and 
property which may at any time be entrusted to these Boards, any one or all of 
them shall, at the request of the General Synod, obtain acts of incorporation, 
and the Treasurers of the same shall give suitable bonds for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties. 

SECTION 6. The General Synod may also institute and create a treasury for 
the efficient advancement of its purposes. . 

SECTION 7. The General Synod shall also advise the adoption of such rules 
and regulations among the several Synods as may prevent unpleasant and 
unfriendly collisions that might otherwise arise out of any difference of opinion 
existing among them, or from any other causes; and it shall apply all its 
powers, prayers and means for the prevention of schisms among us; it shall be 
sedulously and incessantly regardful of the circumstances of the times, and of 
every casual rise and progress of unity of sentiment among Christians in general 
in order that the blessed opportunities to promote concord and unity, and the 
interests of the Redeemer’s kingdom, may not pass by neglected and unavailing: 

SEcTION 8. The General Synod may give advice or opinion, when com- 
plaints shall be brought before them by whole Synods, Ministeriums, Congre- 
gations, or individual Ministers or Laymen, concerning doctrine or discipline. 
They shall, however, be extremely careful that the consciences of ministers of 
the Gospel be not burdened with human inventions, laws or devices, and that 
no one be oppressed by reason of difference of opinion on non-fundamental 
doctrines. 

SECTION g. If differences of Synods be referred, the votes thereon shall be 
taken by Synods, and the referring Synods shall have no vote. 


ARTICLE V. 


The order of business shall be regulated by the By-Laws and Standing Rules, 
except as follows: 

SECTION I. A majority of Delegates appearing with proper credentials, shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

SECTION 2. The General Synod shall appoint, by ballot, the time and place 
of the next convention; observing, at all times, however, that one meeting, at 
least, be held every two years. 

ARTICLE VI. 
SECTION. 1. The General Synod may make whatever By-Laws it may deem 


necessary, provided only that they do not contradict the spirit of the constitu- 
tion.

RULES OF ORDER, 


1. No subject shall be discussed without being first presented in a motion 
made, seconded and committed to writing ; and the mover shall have the priv- 
ilege of withdrawing such motion at any time before the question is taken. 

2. When a motion has been made and seconded, if a member objects to its 
being discussed, the President shall immediately put the question, “Shall this 
subject be discussed ?”’ when, if decided in the negative, the motion shall be 
dismissed; and no motion thus dismissed shall be entered on the minutes, un- 
less by a vote of the Convention. 

3. If any proposition or motion under debate contains two or more points, it 
shall be divided at the request of any member, and the vote taken separately. 

4. No amendment shall be entertained unless germane to the motion under 
consideration, nor shall any amendment be in order beyond the second degree. 

5. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be entertained, except, 

(1) To adjourn; 

(2) To lay on the table ; 

(3) To close debate ; 

(4) To postpone indefinitely ; 

(5) To postpone to a specified time ; 

(6) To refer to a standing committee or the officers of Synod; 

(7) To refer to a special committee ; 

(8) To amend; 

Which motions shall take precedence of each other, in the order in which they 
are numbered. 

6. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, except when a member has 
the floor and is speaking. 

7. The motions to adjourn, to lay on the table, to close debate, and to post- 
pone indefinitely, shall be taken without debate. 

8. Amendments may be offered at any stage of the question. 

g. Whena motion is adopted to close debate, the motion then pending be- 
fore the convention shall be put in the order of their arrangement, as provided 
in rule fifth. 

10. A motion to refer or commit is debatable, but until decided, shall pre- 
clude all debate of the main question. 

11. The President shall decide all questions of order; but any member has 
a right to appeal from his decision. The question on an appeal shall be stated 
in the following manner: “ Shall the decision of the President stand as the 
judgment of the Convention?” and until decided shall preclude all ‘debate of 
the main question. Debate shall be allowed only on appeals taken, while a 
debatable motion is before the Convention. 
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12. In filling blanks, the largest sum, the highest number, or the longest 
time named, shall be voted on first. 

13. The yeas and nays shall be taken and recorded on any question, when. 
requested by five members of the Convention. 

14. No member shall speak in debate without first rising from his seat and 

espectfully addressing himself to the President. He shall confine himself to 
the subject under debate and avoid personality ; nor shall he be interrupted, 
except with his own consent, and for the purpose of explanation. 

15. No member shall speak more than twice on the same subject without the 
permission of the Convention. 

16. The President shall have the right to speak on any matter before the 
Convention, provided the chair be filled by another member, and he shall have 
the power to name any member to perform temporarily the duties of the chair 
when he may wish to vacate it. 

17. The President shall nominate all committees, unless otherwise directed 
by the Convention. 

18. The following committees shall be appointed : 

(1) On the state of the Church, 

(2) On Credentials. 

(3) On Devotional Exercises. 

(4) On Literary and Theological Institutions.

1. The business of the Board of Foreign Missions shall be the special order 
for the first Thursday morning of the session, immediately after the reading of 
the minutes. 

2. The business of the Boards of Home Missions and Church Extension, in 
like manner, the special order for the first Friday morning. 

3. The Publication Society, the special order for the first Monday morning. 

4. The Parent: Education and Historical Societies, the special order for the 
first Tuesday morning. 

5. The anniversaries of said Boards and Societies shall be held on the even- 
ings of the days set apart for the transaction of their business. 

6. The second Wednesday morning, immediately after the reading of the 
minutes, shall be set apart for the election of delegates to corresponding bodies, 
members of the several Boards and of Standing Committees, and the selection 
of the time and place for holding the next convention of Synod. 

7. The religious services of Synod shall be under the direction of the Com- 
mittee on Devotional Exercises, subject to the action of this body.
